Bidding  in  this  sale  can  be  an  interesting,  enjoyable, 
and  numismatically  rewarding  experience.  If  you're 
an  old-time  bidder  with  us  you  may  find  some  of  the 
following  comments  will  increase  your  bidding  suc- 
cess. If  this  is  your  first  sale  then  we  particularly  recommend 
that  you  read  this  commentary.  The  paragraphs  are 
numbered  for  reference  in  the  event  that  you  wish  to  ask  fur- 
ther questions  about  any  aspect.  Have  a question?  You  get 
personal  service  at  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries.  Please  feel  free 
to  write  or  call  and  a member  of  our  Auction  Department 
staff  will  gladly  answer  it. 

1.  Read  the  Terms  of  Sale  in  the  front  of  the  catalogue. 
Note  a 10%buyers  premium  will  be  added  to  all  successful 
bids. 

2.  Mail  your  bid  sheet  as  early  as  possible.  This  is  par- 
ticularly important  if  you're  a new  bidder,  for  it  takes  us  time 
to  check  your  references.  Also,  this  assures  that  your  bid 
sheet  will  be  received  before  the  sale.  A bid  sheet  mailed  a 
few  days  before  the  sale  might  not  reach  us  until  a week 
later — at  which  time  the  coins  have  all  been  sold  to  others! 

3.  We've  found  it  best  to  use  a work  shed  to  compile  bids.  In 
this  way  you  can  check  back  and  forth  throughout  the 
catalogue,  make  changes  and  revisions,  and  so  on.  Then 
when  you've  decided  on  your  final  bids  enter  them  on  the 
bid  sheet.

Introduction 


The  Dr.  George  P.  Hetrich  Collection  is  a grouping  of  the  stuff  of  which  numismatic  dreams  are  made.  Secreted  in 
a vault  for  over  a half  century,  the  coins  are  now  presented  for  unreserved,  unrestricted  public  auction  competition. 

Dr.  Hetrich  was  at  once  a historian,  numismatist,  and  connoisseur  — a combination  of  interests  which  led  him  into 
many  branches  of  coin  collecting.  Today,  he  is  perhaps  best  known  for  his  work  in  the  field  of  Civil  War  tokens  (for 
which  he  wrote  the  standard  reference  with  Julius  Guttag  as  his  co-author)  and  Hard  Times  tokens.  His  collections  in 
these  areas  were  dispersed  years  ago  and  now  grace  some  of  America's  foremost  specialized  cabinets. 

Like  most  numismatists,  Dr.  Hetrich's  interests  were  cosmopolitan.  Directly  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  he  ob- 
tained each  year  sets  of  Proof  coins.  To  these  were  added  purchases  from  private  dealers  of  earlier  Proofs  dating  back 
to  1857.  By  1900,  the  last  year  he  ordered  Proofs,  his  interests  had  turned  elsewhere.  But,  time  would  prove  that  the 
coins  he  obtained  were  to  become  among  the  most  highly  prized  in  American  numismatics. 

The  1895  Morgan  Dollar  is,  of  course,  the  rarest  single  issue  within  its  series.  Just  880  Proofs  were  minted,  of 
which  500  or  so  survive  today.  In  our  many  years  of  numismatic  experience  we  have  never  seen  a specimen  which 
exceeds  the  Gem  Proof-67  example  purchased  by  Dr.  Hetrich  directly  from  the  Mint  in  1895,  and  kept  in  his  collec- 
tion ever  since  that  time.  Likewise,  Proof  Trade  dollars,  other  Morgan  dollars,  Indian  cents.  Liberty  nickels,  Liberty 
seated  and  Barber  coins,  and  other  pieces  will  tempt  and  delight  numismatists  who  aspire  to  perfection. 

Not  all  of  the  Hetrich  coins  are  Proofs,  however.  The  good  doctor  also  assembled  a wide  grouping  of  large  cents 
from  1 793  onward.  Among  1 793  issues  are  to  be  found  several  die  varieties  of  the  Chain  and  Wreath  types.  Quite  a 
few  different  1794  cents  are  offered  as  are  issues  of  later  years.  While  the  conditions  of  these  pieces  is  average  in 
many  instances,  they  still  are  very  significant  for  in  the  years  since  Dr.  Hetrich's  death  many  students  have  closely  ex- 
amined the  1793-1814  large  cent  series.  The  Hetrich  coins,  long  hidden  from  view  will  delight  and  surprise  present- 
day  scholars. 

Dr.  George  Hetrich  was  born  in  Bernville,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania,  June  7,  1862,  a son  of  Jonas  and  Mary 
(Anlenbach)  Hetrich.  His  great  grandfather  was  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  in  that  section  of  Pennsylvania.  His  father, 
Jonas  Hetrich,  followed  the  carpenters  trade  for  over  50  years  and  also  undertook  large  contracts  in  the  district, 
always  filling  them  to  the  letter  and  in  a satisfactory  manner,"  according  to  The  Bonk  of  Biographies,  Berks  County. 


Dr.  George  Hetrich  had  two  siblings,  both  of  whom  died  as  infants.  He  spent  his  boyhood  days  in  Bernville  where 
he  attended  school  and,  according  to  an  early  biographer,  led  "the  usual  life  of  a young  lad  full  of  youthful 
spirit.  After  completing  the  required  course  in  the  public  school,  he  took  a course  in  Oley  Academy.  After  spending 
the  following  two  years  in  teaching  school,  he  took  up  the  study  of  medicine.  Having  acquired  a liking  for  the 
medical  profession  in  his  younger  days,  and  having  directed  his  studies  in  that  direction,  it  seemed  the  natural  thing 
that  he  should  have  fully  decided  upon  a physician's  career." 

He  then  studied  under  Dr.  W.J.  Beyerle,  a resident  of  Bernville  and  subsequently  graduated  from  Jefferson  Medical 
College  in  Philadelphia  in  1885.  After  that  he  specialized  in  skin  diseases  studying  under  Dr.  Shoemaker  of  the 
Philadelphia  Skin  Hospital.  Following  completion  of  his  specialized  study  he  set  up  a private  practice  in  Monacacy, 
Berks  County,  where  he  soon  established  a reputation  as  a skilled  physician.  There  he  remained  until  1891,  when  he 
moved  to  Birdsboro.  A contemporary  noted  that  "he  is  thoroughly  prepared  to  handle  all  cases  that  may  come  up  in 
general  practice  and  has  won  the  confidence  of  his  patrons  and  fellow-workers  in  the  profession.  He  numbers  among 
his  patients  some  of  the  very  best  families  of  the  village,  but  nevertheless  he  is  always  ready  to  answer  the  call  of  the 
poor,  who  find  in  him  a ready  sympathizer." 

On  December  10,  1891,  he  married  Laura  Turner,  of  Douglassville,  Pennsylvania.  The  Book  of  Biographies  noted  that 
"they  became  the  happy  parents  of  one  son,  George  Roberts.  Our  subject  was  called  upon  to  mourn  the  death  of  his 
beautiful  young  wife,  just  four  years  after  their  union,  the  date  of  her  decease  being  August  18th,  1895.  It  was  a 
severe  blow  to  her  husband  and  to  her  many  devoted  friends,  who  were  never  tired  of  praising  her  charming  traits  of 
character." 

Dr.  Hetrich  was  a lifelong  democrat  and  at  one  time  served  a four-year  term  as  mayor  of  the  Birdsboro  County 
Medical  Society,  the  union  lodge  of  Masons,  the  Berks  County  Historical  Society,  and  other  organizations. 

In  the  October  1928  issue  of  The  Numismatist,  Julius  Guttag  paid  this  tribute: 

"About  10  years  ago  a stranger  walked  into  my  office,  and,  not  knowing  him,  I hardly  gave  him  a second  thought 
until  he  started  to  speak  and  mentioned  that  he  was  interested  in  Civil  War  tokens.  Immediately  I was  anxious  to 
know  who  he  was,  as  I had  been  collecting  these  pieces  for  a great  many  years.  It  was  Dr.  George  R.  Hetrich,  the  first 
person  systematically  collecting  these  coins  with  whom  I became  acquainted.  He  was  probably  the  best  informed  per- 
son in  the  country  on  them.  He  would  go  anywhere  in  the  country  to  obtain  additional  specimens  for  his  collection, 
and  after  he  started  the  preparation  of  his  book  he  strove  persistently  to  make  his  collection  as  complete  and  as 
perfect  as  possible.  Even  after  the  book  had  been  published  he  did  not  stop,  but  he  continued  to  add  as  many  new 
varieties  as  he  could  discover,  for  a later  edition,  which  we  hope  to  issue  someday. 

"Although  Dr.  Hetrich  was  principally  interested  in  Civil  War  tokens  he  had  possibly  one  of  the  best  collections  of 
Hard  Times  tokens  in  this  country  as  well  as  a general  collection  of  the  United  States.  He  was  particularly  fond  of 
Pennsylvania,  his  own  state,  and  had  one  of  the  finest,  if  not  the  best,  Pennsylvania  collections  in  the  country.  In  addi- 
tion, he  was  always  ready  to  encourage  and  assist  new  collectors. 

"In  the  community  where  he  lived  he  was  at  one  time  Burgess  of  the  borough  — the  highest  office  to  which  the 
people  in  Birdsboro  could  elect  him.  For  a number  of  years  he  was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  was  in- 
terested in  all  the  public  affairs  of  the  community.  At  his  funeral,  a large  part  of  the  population  was  present  and  three 
carriages  of  floral  tribute  bespoke  the  high  regard  in  which  he  was  held. 

"One  and  all  regarded  him  as  a true  friend.  Although  I knew  him  only  in  the  later  years  of  his  life,  I esteemed  him 
as  one  of  my  real  friends.  There  has  passed  from  our  midst  one  who  was  a true  coin  collector,  of  whom  it  might  be 
said  'to  know  him  was  to  love  him.'  " 

An  indication  of  the  depth  of  Dr.  Hetrich's  interest  in  research  is  gleaned  from  an  unbound  manuscript  titled  The 
Shortage  of  Small  Change  during  the  Civil  War  and  How  the  Merchants  of  Berks  County  Met  It,  by  Dr.  Guttag,  presently  in  the 
archives  of  the  Berks  County  Historical  Society.  Several  interesting  poems  and  newspaper  clippings  are  quoted,  in- 
cluding this  item  from  the  July  12,  1862  copy  of  the  Philadelphia  Press: 


The  gold  and  the  silver 
Have  vanished  and  fled 
And  people  must  carry 
Shinplaster  instead 

We  stuff  up  our  pockets 
With  currency  trash, 
However  unsightly 
It  passes  as  cash. 

For  this  inconvenience, 
We  offer  no  thanks, 

For  there's  specie  enough 
In  the  vaults  of  the  banks 


Bring  specie  or  shinplaster 
Paper  and  all. 

Buy  good  and  cheap  clothing 
At  the  Great  Oak  Hall. 


The  July  30,  1862  copy  of  the  same  paper  contained  the  following  rhyme: 

Though  very  great  changes 
Are  common,  it  strange  is 
That  small  change  rather  a rarity. 

Yet  we,  at  Tower  Hall, 

Find  no  trouble  at  all 
In  trading  with  due  regularity. 

The  public  is  groaning 

and  sighing  and  moaning 

For  the  want  of  small  silver  and  cents, 

Yet  in  some  corner  sly, 

There  is  ample  supply. 

Heaps  of  silver  and  nickel  immense. 

But  "Where"  is  a question 
Somewhat  hard  of  digestion: 

"O  where  do  they  hide  all  the  stuff?" 
That's  a puzzle.  I grant. 

And  philosophers  can't 
Respond  to  a problem  so  tough. 

This  small  change  speculation 
We  view  with  vexation. 

But  our  business  it  can't  incommode; 
For,  when  a purchase  is  made. 

Here  the  change  is  displayed, 

As  quick  as  a gun  can  explode. 


On  the  same  subject,  Dr.  Hetrich  quotes  an  article  in  the  March  25,  1863  copy  of  the  Philadelphia  Bulletin: 

"While  the  Mint  is  turning  out  nickel  cents  by  the  100,000  daily,  there  is  an 
absolute  drought  of  the  coin  in  the  market.  A cent  is  almost  as  scarce  as  a 
quarter  eagle,  and  while  every  person  suffers  more  or  less  embarrassment 
from  the  absence  from  circulation  of  the  little  coin,  the  consequence  to 
dealers  in  very  small  wares  is  absolutely  ruinous." 


It  is  obvious  that  the  charming  flavor  of  these  contemporary  quotations,  which  are  of  equal  interest  to  collectors  of 
tokens,  fractional  currency,  and  related  items  today,  inspired  Dr.  Hetrich  to  study  the  background  and  significance  of 
the  pieces  he  owned.  The  first  several  hundred  lots  in  the  sale  are  from  the  Dr.  George  Hetrich  Collection  and  are  in- 
dentified  as  such. 

Then  comes  a varied  offering  of  many  other  interesting  pieces  from  additional  consignors,  including  a Long  Island 
gentleman.  Nickel  three-cent  pieces  in  the  earlier  Hetrich  listing  as  well  as  from  later  consignments  feature  nearly  all 
dates  in  Choice  Proof-65  grade,  with  some  Choice  Uncirculated  pieces  as  well.  There  are  many  nice  silver  three-cent 
coins  for  the  type  collector  or  specialist. 

Barber  half  dollars,  to  mention  another  series  at  random,  include  many  Choice  Proof-65  and  Choice  Uncirculated 
examples.  Perhaps  more  than  any  other  coins  at  the  turn  of  the  century,  specimens  of  this  large  denomination  are  ex- 
ceedingly difficult  to  obtain  in  a choice  state  of  preservation.  Most  are  impaired  in  one  way  or  another.  The  pieces  of- 
fered here  are  for  the  most  part,  happy  exceptions  to  this.  The  writer  has  never  handled  a complete  Choice  Uncir- 


culated  set  of  Barber  half  dollars  from  1892  to  1915,  so  difficult  is  this  series  to  obtain  in  this  grade.  The  present  offer- 
ing will  give  anyone  a good  start  on  such  a collection,  however! 

Morgan  and  Peace  dollars  have  been  among  the  most  popular  series  with  collectors  within  recent  decades.  The 
present  catalogue  offers  in  several  different  locations  throughout  the  pages  one  of  the  most  comprehensive  selections 
we  have  made  in  this  field.  Whether  you  want  common  dates,  rare  dates,  quantities,  Uncirculated  pieces,  Proof  coins, 
or  whatever,  chances  are  excellent  that  you  can  find  what  you  are  looking  for. 

Gold  coins  are  likewise  well  represented,  with  pieces  to  delight  the  type  collector  as  well  as  the  specialist.  Com- 
memoratives,  patterns,  and  other  pieces  will  likewise  cross  the  auction  block.

While  we  cannot  guarantee  sunny  skies,  the  chances  are 
good  that  the  weather  will  be  nice  — and  certainly  there  are  many  local  attractions  that  your  family  can  attend  while 
you  are  participating  in  our  sale.  Why  not  make  a business  trip  or  a family  vacation  of  it?  If  you  live  in  the  Los 
Angeles  area,  then  attending  our  sale  is  a "must." 

While  we  certainly  would  be  delighted  to  have  you  attend  in  person,  many  of  our  clients  bid  by  mail.  From  the 
comfort  of  your  favorite  arm  chair  you  can  bid  with  the  assurance  that  your  bids  will  be  handled  just  as  if  you  were 
attending  the  sale  personally  — with  money  being  saved  for  you  whenever  possible,  as  noted  earlier.  Have  a ques- 
tion about  the  estimated  valuation  of  a lot,  about  additional  information,  or  about  anything  else?  Telephone  our  Auc- 
tion Department  and  they  will  provide  the  answers.

On  items  which  are 
of  great  importance  to  you  in  order  to  fill  out  a type  set  or  specialized  collection  or  to  start  a new  interest,  bid  liberal- 
ly. For  other  items  which  you  would  like  to  own  only  if  "the  price  is  right"  bid  more  conservatively.  Chances  are 
good  that  you  will  get  at  least  some  of  them.  One  thing  is  certain,  however:  If  you  don't  bid  on  the  lots,  then  you  cer- 
tainly can't  get  any  good  buys.

1652  Massachusetts  Pine  Tree  Shilling.  Small  planchet  variety. 
Noe-26.  Obverse  with  one  of  the  better  shaped  trees  of  this  type.  Let- 
ters small  and  fairly  evenly  spaced  (considering  the  era).  Reverse  with 
distinctive  numerals  in  the  date,  the  first  and  last  of  which  are  more 
prominent  than  the  central  two.  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine.  Well 
struck  and  with  an  excellent  overall  appearance.  Pleasing  light  gray  sur- 
faces with  tinges  of  gold. 


2 1722  Wood's  or  Hibernia  Halfpenny.  Variety  with  harp  on  right  side 

of  coin,  the  standard  as  also  used  in  1723  and  1724.  Very  Fine  to  Ex- 
tremely Fine.  Dark  and  lightly  granular  surfaces.  Quite  well  struck. 


3 1773  Virginia  Halfpenny.  Variety  without  period  after  GEORGIVS. 
Extremely  Fine.  Deep  gray  surfaces.  Well  defined  in  all  areas. 

4 Pair  of  Nova  Constellatio  coppers:  (1)  1783  Blunt  rays,  "CON- 
STELATIO"  misspelling.  Very  Fine.  Some  minor  verdigris;  (2)  1785 
Pointed  rays.  Very  Fine.  A few  scattered  marks.  (Total:  2 pieces) 

5 1787  Vermont.  Ryder-13.  With  BRITANNIA  reverse.  Fine  obverse. 
Reverse  nearly  smooth,  as  is  characteristic  (the  coin  is  an  inadvertent 
muling  combining  a Vermont  obverse  with  a reverse  of  a counterfeit 
British  halfpenny,  deliberately  made  with  little  detail  so  that  the  resul- 
tant coin  would  appear  worn).  One  of  the  more  interesting  pieces 
among  copper  state  coinage. 

6 Pair  of  1788  Vermont  coppers:  (1)  Clipped  coin,  About  Good.  RR-29 
(B-22-U);  (2)  Fair  piece.  RR-25  (B-16-U).  (Total:  2 pieces) 

7 Marvelous  group  of  Connecticut  coppers.  For  the  collector  of  die 
varieties  here  is  a really  marvelous  group,  an  assembly  of  Connecticut 
coppers  put  together  many  decades  ago,  when  such  lots  were  relative- 
ly easy  to  obtain.  The  coins  cover  the  four  years  during  which  Connec- 
ticut pieces  were  issued:  1785,  1786,  1787,  and  1788.  As  might  be  ex- 
pected, most  pieces  bear  the  1787  date  and  are  of  the  Draped  Bust  Left 
style.  However,  there  are  scattered  other  issues,  including  the  1786 
pieces  with  ETL1B  INDE  reverse  (a  product  of  Machin's  Mills),  1786 
large  head  facing  right,  and  so  on.  Grade  ranges  from  Poor  to  Very 
Fine,  with  the  average  being  in  the  range  of  Good  to  Very  Good.  A 
really  marvelous  group  of  Connecticut  coppers  which  will  afford  hours 
of  enjoyment  to  its  next  owner.  No  pieces  have  been  picked  out,  so 
here  is  a really  rare  opportunity  to  obtain  a "virgin"  grouping.  (Total:

8 Lot  of  New  Jersey  coppers.  Three  are  dated  1787,  one  is  without  date. 
Includes  Maris  38-a  and  63-s.  Fair  to  Good  condition.  (Total:  4 pieces) 

9 Lot  of  five  partially  attributed  New  Jersey  coppers.  Three  1786s,  one 
1787,  one  without  visible  date.  Fair  to  Good,  with  the  1787  piece  fully 
Fine.  Includes  two  M-14-J's  and  M-15-L.  (Total:  5 pieces) 

10  Lot  of  six  1 787  New  Jersey  coppers  plus  a 1 788.  Grades  range  from  Fair 
to  Very  Good.  Includes  Maris  63-s  and  67-U.  (Total:  7 pieces) 

11  Lot  of  three  1788  New  Jersey  coppers.  One  is  the  scarce  variety  with 
the  horse  head  facing  left,  M-50F  in  full  Good.  Lot  is  Fair  to  Good.

14  1787  Massachusetts  half  cent.  Ryder  4-C.  Very  Fine.  Some  minor  edge 
damage.  Dark  brown  surfaces. 

15  1788  Massachusetts  half  cent.  Ryder  1-B.  Very  Fine.  Pleasing  dark 
brown  and  olive  surfaces. 

Note:  We  hn ve  been  muting  the  series  of  advertisements  placed  by  Colonial  dealer 
specialist  Dana  Linett  calling  attention  to  the  desirability  of  Colonial  coins  as  a collec- 
tion and  investment.  While  we  have  never  recommended  that  anyone  bay  Colonial 
and  Early  American  coins  for  the  sake  of  investment  alone,  a study  of  coin  prices 
shows  that  over  the  years  the  market  for  these  has  appreciated  gradually  and  has 
brought  excellent  rewards  to  those  holding  them.  As  the  market  is  nearly  entirely,  if 
not  completely,  composed  of  dedicated  numismatists,  there  are  very  few  market  fluc- 
tuations or  "surprises. " And,  of  course,  the  hand-cut  dies,  crude  methods  of  striking 
and  individuality  of  the  different  pieces  lends  a fascination  with  few  other  counter- 
parts in  the  American  series. 

16  1787  Massachusetts  cent.  Standard  variety  with  arrows  in  eagle's  left 
talon  (to  the  observer's  right).  Ryder  4-D  (R-3).  Fine.  Large  edge  bump 
at  top  of  obverse  and  smaller  bump  to  lower  right. 

17  1787  Fugio  cent.  Pointed  rays.  STATES  UNITED  at  sides  of  circle. 
Kessler  12-X.  Choice  Extremely  Fine.  A few  really  trivial  planchet  stria- 
tions.  A thoroughly  pleasing  example  of  the  first  coin  specifically 
issued  for  circulation  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States  govern- 
ment.

18  1791  Washington  small  eagle  cent.  Obverse  with  excellently  engraved 

bust  of  Washington  facing  to  the  left.  Reverse  with  eagle  with  upraised 
' small''  wings.  Choice  and  very  sharp  Extremely  Fine.  A beauty! 


19  1791  Washington  large  eagle  cent.  Reverse  with  eagle  with  "large" 

wings  drooping  downwards.  Choice  and  very  sharp  Extremely  Fine.  A 
nice  mate  for  the  preceding  coin;  indeed  the  two  have  been  compan- 
ions for  many,  many  years. 


20  1795  Washington  Grate  token.  Large  buttons  on  coat.  Diagonally 

reeded  edge.  Choice  Extremely  Fine  save  for  some  tiny  ancient 
scratches  at  the  center  of  the  reverse.  One  of  the  series  of  English  con- 
der  tokens  issued  toward  the  end  of  the  18th  century,  primarily  to  ap- 
pease the  voracious  appetites  of  collectors. 


21  Undated  (1795)  Washington  Liberty  and  Security  penny.  Very  Fine. 
Pleasing  dark  brown  surfaces.  A few  scattered  marks  here  and  there,  as 
normal  for  a coin  of  this  large  size  and  state  of  preservation,  plus  two 
scratches  on  the  reverse.  Overall  more  pleasing  than  our  description 
would  indicate  — hence,  examining  the  coin  prior  to  bidding  is  recom- 
mended. 


The  Hetrich  Collection  of 
United  States  Proof  Coins 


The  following  lots  represent  United  States  Proof  coins 
from  the  collection  of  Dr.  George  Hetrich.  Most  of  these 
were  obtained  directly  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  by  Dr. 
Hetrich,  in  the  year  in  which  the  coins  were  issued.  From  the 
19th  century  until  the  present  time  they  have  remained  in 
this  single  collection,  immune  from  cleaning,  handling,  or 
any  of  the  many  other  problems  which  have  befallen  the  ma- 
jority of  Proof  coins  of  that  era.  The  earlier  Proof  coins  were 
acquired  by  Dr.  Hetrich  in  the  form  of  pristine  sets  which 
likewise  have  not  been  handled  or  mistreated. 

The  result  is  a presentation  of  coins  which  come  as  close  to 
perfection  as  any  we  have  ever  seen  or  offered  for  sale. 
While  we  hesitate  to  use  the  term  Proof-70,  which  means  ab- 
solute perfection,  because  the  minting  process  at  the 
Philadelphia  Institution,  plus  packaging,  may  have  resulted  in 
a stray  mark  or  two,  suffice  it  to  say  that  we  doubt  if  any 
finer  examples  exist  in  all  of  numismatics  than  those  which 
we  have  called  Gem  Proof-67.  Indeed,  as  a prospective  pur- 
chaser you  may  want  to  grade  them  Proof-70;  certainly  few 
would  argue. 

Adding  to  the  desirability  of  these  pieces  is  their  ap- 
pearance. Not  a single  piece  has  ever  been  cleaned,  dipped, 
or  rubbed.  Each  one  has  normal  natural  toning,  ranging  from 
gray  to  virtually  every  color  of  the  rainbow.  Some  of  the 
silver  pieces  in  particular  are  simply  breathtaking  to  behold! 

The  years  covered  range  from  1859  through  1900  in- 
clusive. Not  all  years  are  represented.  Those  not  in  the  list  are 
years  for  which  he  was  not  able  to  find  sets  of  the  quality  to 
match  his  expectations.  The  later  sets  are  those  ordered 
directly  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  with  the  exception  of 
1899  which  is  absent  and  which  apparently  represented  an 
oversight  or  declining  interest  on  his  part.  1900  was  the  last 
year  he  ordered  pieces  from  the  mint,  presumably  because 
by  that  time  his  interest  had  shifted  to  Hard  Times  tokens 


and,  later,  to  Civil  War  tokens  (which  subject  made  him 
numismatically  famous),  and  coins  of  Latin  America. 

As  most  numismatists  today  desire  to  collect  Proof  coins 
either  as  part  of  specific  series  (such  as  Indian  cents,  Liberty 
nickels,  and  so  on)  or  for  inclusion  in  type  sets,  we  offer  the 
coins  individually.  However,  anyone  with  a desire  to  do  so 
can  reassemble  these  early  sets  simply  by  checking  the 
listings  of  each  year  in  the  following  pages  — the  1859  Indian 
cent  under  the  cent  listing,  the  1859  silver  three-cent  piece 
under  that  denomination,  and  so  on. 

Here  at  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries  it  is  easy  to  say  that 
"we  have  seen  everything,"  especially  coming  on  the  heels  of 
the  landmark  Garrett  Collection  sales  of  1979-1981,  thq 
marvelous  1981  ANA  sale,  and  other  offerings.  However, 
even  the  most  dedicated  professionals  will  marvel  at  the 
quality  of  the  pieces  offered  here.  They  are  truly  marvelous 
and,  as  such,  deserve  your  close  attention  and  bidding  in- 
terest. 

Small  Cents 


22  1859  Indian  cent.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Obverse  with  nearly  full 

original  mint  brilliance.  A very  tiny  discoloration  spot  near  the  border 
above  the  C of  AMERICA  keeps  us  from  describing  this  as  Proof-67, 
but  perhaps  this  is  an  injustice  to  the  coin,  for  certainly  it  is  one  of  the 
finest  we  have  ever  seen.  The  reverse  is  toned  a medium  gold  color. 

This  piece  is  especially  significant  as  it  is  the  only  year  of  its  design 
type  with  the  Indian  motif  on  the  obverse  and  the  laurel  leaf  on  the 
reverse.  As  such,  it  is  an  absolute  necessity  for  a complete  set  ot  1 Jth 
century  type  coins. 


Bowns  mill  Ruddy  Galleries — Small  Cents 


23  I860  Choice  Proof-65.  Surfaces  toned  a pale  golden  color,  with  the 
obverse  being  brighter  than  the  reverse.  Like  the  other  Proofs  offered 
here,  it  has  never  been  cleaned,  dipped,  or  otherwise  "fussed  with,"  Of 
the  1,000  pieces  originally  coined,  we  doubt  if  more  than  two  dozen 
exist  today  in  condition  comparable  to  this  one.  A few  microscopic 
flecks,  seemingly  inevitable  on  copper  and  nickel  Proof  coins  which 
have  not  been  cleaned  during  the  intervening  years,  can  be  seen  under 
magnification.  A beauty! 

24  1861  Select  Proof-63.  Obverse  and  reverse  with  some  very  minor 
flecks,  causing  us  to  give  it  the  Proof-63  designation.  Perhaps  a can- 
didate for  judicious  dipping  (dare  we  suggest  this?).  The  coin,  like 
others  in  this  section,  has  received  no  handling  or  misuse  whatever.  Im- 
portant as  the  most  desired  date  among  copper-nickel  Indian  cents  of 
the  1860-1864  style. 


25  1863  Gem  Proof-67.  Obverse  and  reverse  with  full  original  mint 

brilliance  — just  as  nice  as  the  day  it  was  minted.  A glass  shows  a trivial 
discoloration  area  on  one  of  the  leaves  on  the  reverse  wreath,  but  it  is 
almost  unfair  to  mention  this.  Probably  by  far  the  nicest  Proof  of  this 
date  to  come  on  the  market  in  recent  years.  If  you  are  looking  for 
quality,  your  search  stops  here! 


26  1865  Choice  Proof-65.  No  handling  marks  or  other  problems,  but 
lightly  toned  a mottled  brown  and  orange  color,  with  a few  flecks.  A 
pristine  piece  of  qualify  rarely  seen  today. 

27  1873  Closed  3.  Choice  Proof-65.  Toned  a mottled  light  brown  and 
golden  color. 

28  1873  Closed  3.  Choice  Proof-65.  Virtually  a twin  to  the  preceding.  A 
bit  brighter  in  overall  aspect,  but  with  a few  microscopic  flecks. 

29  1879  Choice  Proof-65.  Obverse  with  nearly  complete  original 
brilliance.  Reverse  toned  to  a brownish-gold  color.  Another  beauty! 


Although  Indian  cents  are  traditionally  thought  of  us  being  timong  the  more  "com- 
mon pieces  of  then  era,  the  chemically  active  nature  of  copper  metal  ha s made  it  dif- 
ficult to  acquire  really  superb  pieces.  And,  of  course,  pieces  which  have  been  cleaned 
cannot  regain  their  pristine  status  once  this  has  been  done.  Original  unimpaired  quali- 
ty such  as  offered  here  is  truly  remarkable.  Start  by  bidding  on  these,  and  then  you 
will  have  a real  challenge  to  complete  elsewhere  the  dates  not  acquired. 

33  1883  Choice  Proof-65.  With  three  carbon  spots  visible  to  the  naked 
eye.  Were  it  not  for  these  we  would  have  classified  it  as  Proof-67.  Fully 
brilliant  surfaces,  virtually  as  nice  as  the  day  the  piece  was  minted. 

34  1884  Choice  Proof-65.  Mottled  claret  and  burgundy  toning,  the  latter 
hue  on  the  reverse. 


35  1885  Gem  Proof-67.  The  prize  date  of  its  era,  not  because  Proofs  have 
a low  mintage  but  because  the  relatively  low  mintage  of  business 
strikes  has  put  an  extra  price  and  demand  pressure  on  the  supply  of 
Proofs.  You  will  have  to  do  quite  a bit  of  searching  to  find  another 
equalling  this  specimen! 

36  1886.  Style  with  last  feather  in  headdress  pointing  between  1 and  C of 
AMERICA.  Proof-65.  Tiny  planchet  defect  as  minted  above  wreath 
bow  on  reverse.  Pleasing  light  overall  toning. 

37  1887  Choice  Proof-65.  Mottled  orange,  gold,  and  chestnut  toning. 

38  1888  Choice  Proof-65.  Toned  an  iodine,  greenish-gold  color  on  the 
obverse  and  a burgundy  and  sea-green  color  on  the  reverse. 

39  1889  Choice  Proof-65.  The  obverse  is  nearly  fully  brilliant  subdued  to 
a whisper  of  a brownish-gold  hue.  The  reverse  is  toned  a dusky 
medium  brown. 

40  1890  Choice  Proof-65.  Brilliant  obverse  and  reverse,  with  light  toning. 

Note:  It  is  interesting  to  absence  that  these  coins,  stored  for  virtually  an  identical 
amount  of  years  and  under  the  precise  same  conditions,  van/  in  toning  characteristics 
from  one  to  another.  Part  of  this  is  probably  accounted  for  by  slight  differences  in 
metallic  composition  from  year  to  year  and  by  minor  differences  in  surface  metal 
characteristics.  Although  the  alloy  each  year  was  the  same  as  provided  by  law,  in 
practice,  texture,  hardness,  and  minor  impurities  tended  to  van/.  These  all  have  an  ef- 
fect upon  the  toning.  This  same  situation  extends  to  later  years.  For  example,  1 909 
Lincoln  cents  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint  lend  to  tone  a bright  yellow  color,  whereas, 
for  example,  I9I4-D  cents  lend  to  tone  a deep  red.  After  handling  hundreds  and 
hundreds  of  copper  coins  over  a period  of  years,  certain  metallic  and  toning 
similarities  become  evident  to  the  observer. 

41  1891  Choice  Proof-65.  Tiny  spot  on  the  obverse,  and  with  a really 
trivial  planchet  mark  below  the  chin.  Light  golden  toning.  Quite 
beautiful  overall. 


30  1880  Choice  Proof-65.  The  obverse  is  virtually  as  the  day  it  was  struck. 
The  reverse  is  toned  a brownish-gold  color.  Still  another  beauty! 

31  1881  Choice  Proof-65.  Obverse  and  reverse  lightly  toned  a brownish- 
gold  color. 


32  1882  Gem  Proof-67.  Very  lightly  toned,  and  with  a tiny  (really 

microscopic)  trivial  fleck  or  two.  As  close  to  perfection  as  we  have  ever 
seen  on  an  uncleaned  coin! 

Note:  The  present  run  of  Proof  Indian  cents  furnishes  the  opporbtnih/  to  put 
together  a nicely  matched  date  set  from  1879  continuously  onward  for  many  years. 


42  1892  Gem  Proof-67.  Obverse  with  a whisper  of  light  gold  toning,  vir- 
tually as  minted.  Reverse  toned  medium  gold  and  reddish,  much  like 
the  color  of  autumn  leaves. 

43  1893  Gem  Proof-67.  If  a contest  were  given  for  the  finest  1893  Indian 
cent  in  existence,  and  if  this  coin  were  entered,  we  bet  $5  that  it  would 
win  first  prize!  Enough  said. 

44  1894  Select  Proof-63.  Obverse  fully  brilliant,  but  with  a few 
microscopic  flecks.  Reverse  toned  a dusky  brown  with  some  traces  of 
olive  green.  A highly-prized  date  from  the  1890s,  for  the  business 
strike  counterparts  have  the  lowest  mintage  of  the  decade. 

45  1895  Choice  Proof-65.  The  obverse  is  toned  a reddish-brown  "iodine” 
hue.  The  reverse  is  nearly  fully  brilliant  with  a whisper  of  light  golden 
toning. 

46  1896  Gem  Proof-67.  Minor  carbon  flecks  on  reverse.  Virtual  perfec- 
tion!

50  1865  Gem  Proof-67.  A breathtakingly  superb  example  of  this  issue. 

The  obverse  is  toned  a light  gold  fading  to  orange.  The  reverse  is  light 
orange  and  sea-green.  Sharply  struck.  On  the  edge  (and  not  visible 
from  either  the  obverse  or  reverse)  is  a small  bit  of  verdigris. 

As  a class,  two-cent  Proofs  are  exceedingly  rare  in  unimpaired, 
uncleaned  Proof  condition.  Probably  19  out  of  20  examples  seen  in  the 
marketplace  in  recent  years  have  been  cleaned,  dipped,  or  otherwise 
with  problems.  The  present  offering  of  pristine  coins  is  deserving  of 
close  scrutiny  and  enthusiastic  bidding!

three-cent  piece  series.  This  piece,  a great  rarity,  is  elusive  for  not  all 
1865  Proof  sets  contain  this  denomination.  Sets  issued  very  early  in  the 
year  apparently  were  without  it.  In  any  event,  the  coin  remains  very 
hard  to  find.  And,  in  Proof-67,  the  piece  is  so  rare  that  probably  not 
more  than  one  or  two  specimens  appear  on  the  market  each  year.  A 
prize  for  the  discriminating  collector. 


54  1869  Choice  Proof-65.  Light  natural  gray  toning.  A superb  piece.

A "virgin"  coin  which  has  never 
been  tampered  with.  And,  of  course,  1873  is  the  most  famous  single 
date  in  the  series.  Only  Proofs  were  struck  (no  examples  were  made  for 
circulation),  giving  it  a unique  status.  Varieties  with  the  closed  3 in 
date,  such  as  this  lot  and  the  next  offering,  are  commonly  called 
"originals."

Of 
course,  it  would  be  a simple  matter  to  dip  this  and  other  coins  in  the 
offering  in  order  to  make  them  "bright"  or  "brilliant,"  but  this  would 
be  a travesty,  as  once  dipped,  these  coins  would  never  revert  to  their 
original  status. 


55  1872  Choice  Proof-65.  With  a bit  of  "mint  lustre,"  common  to  nickel 

three-cent  and  nickel  five-cent  pieces  of  this  era.  Such  pieces  are 
sometimes  sold  as  "prooflike  business  strikes,"  but  the  pedigree  of  the 
pieces  offered  here  — they  were  part  of  intact  original  Proof  sets  — 
proves  they  definitely  should  be  listed  in  the  Proof  category. 
However,  if  seen  alone,  they  might  well  be  described  as  prooflike  Un- 
circulated. 


56  1873  Closed  3.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Just  a suggestion  of  light 

natural  gray  toning. 


57  1873  Closed  3.  Choice  Proof-65.  Brilliant.  A splendid  example. 

Duplicate  of  preceding. 


58  1873  Closed  3.  Proof-60.  A third  example.  A small  reverse  scratch 

keeps  this  out  of  a higher  category.  Dusky  gray  toning,  particularly  on 
the  reverse.  It  appears  as  though  Dr.  Hetrich  upgraded  some  of  his 
1873  coins,  for  there  are  duplicates  in  certain  denominations.

The  tantalizing  appeal  of  very  low  mintages  of  their  regular  issue  counterparts 
have  made  Proof  nickel  three-cenl  pieces  of  the  1877-1889  era  venj  popular  with 
collectors  (the  year  1881,  in  which  many  were  made  for  circulation,  being  an  excep-

68  1885  Select  Proof-63.  Dusky  light  gray  toning.  A little  verdigris  at  one 

area  of  the  obverse,  perhaps  removable  with  judicious  cleaning  (which 
in  this  instance  is  recommended).  Otherwise  a nice-appearing  example 
of  this  highly-prized  date. 


69  1886  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  A "Proof-only"  date.  No  specimens  of 

this  year  were  struck  for  circulation. 


70  1887  Select  Proof-63.  Actually,  the  piece  is  more  properly  graded  as 

Gem  Proof-67  obverse,  Proof-63  reverse  with  some  verdigris  (perhaps 
removable).  One  of  the  most  prized  dates  in  the  series. 


64  1883  Choice  Proof-65.  Light  dusky  gray  toning.

75  1859  Choice  Proof-65.  A breathtakingly  beautiful  coin  with  light 

iridescent  gunmetal  blue  toning  on  the  obverse  and,  on  the  reverse,  a 
lilac  toning  at  the  center  changing  to  gunmetal  blue  at  the  periphery.  A 
"teensy-weensy"  fleck  near  the  center  of  the  obverse  keeps  this  out  of 
the  Proof-67  category,  but  perhaps  it  should  be  included  there 
anyway.  In  any  event,  this  is  definitely  in  the  top  5 percent  of  all  sur- 
viving examples  of  this  year. 

Although  A Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  lists  a mintage  figure  of 
800,  in  no  way  were  that  many  originally  distributed,  in  our  opinion. 
We  would  estimate  the  true  distribution  to  have  been  half  that  number 
or  less. 


76  1860  Select  Proof-63.  The  obverse  is  toned  a light  golden  color  and, 

inexplicably,  has  a few  minor  hairlines.  The  reverse  if  graded  alone  is 
worthy  of  the  Proof-67  category  and  is  toned  an  iridescent  light  gold. 


77  1861  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  Obverse  with  nearly  fully  original 

brilliance,  with  just  a whisper  of  iridescence  at  the  borders.  The  reverse 
is  toned  a delicate  gunmetal  blue.  Beautiful! 


78  1863  Gem  Proof-67.  A marvelous  coin  with  very  light  iridescent  ton- 

ing. If  a finer  specimen  exists,  we  don’t  know  where  it  is. 


79  1865  Gem  Proof-67.  Another  stunningly  gorgeous  coin.  The  obverse 

is  toned  a light  mottled  golden  and  brown  color.  The  reverse  is  irides- 
cent gunmetal  blue.  Here  again,  if  a finer  piece  exists  we  don't  know 
where  it  is.  In  fact,  we  can’t  imagine  what  it  would  look  like,  for  what 
could  it  have  that  this  one  doesn't! 


80  1873  Closed  3.  Select  Proof-63.  Obverse  with  mottled  light  gold  and 

gunmetal  toning.  Reverse  virtually  identical.  Very,  very  careful  inspec- 
tion reveals  an  almost  microscopic  scratch  on  the  reverse.  Hidden  by 
toning,  9 out  of  10  observers  would  never  notice  it.  A portion  of  the 
obverse  rim  shows  some  trivial  planchet  adjustment  marks  as  made,  a 
situation  probably  not  worth  mentioning. 

1873,  the  last  year  of  issue,  was  struck  only  in  Proof  condition.  No 
examples  were  made  for  circulation.  As  such,  it  has  always  been  one  of 
the  most  highly  prized  dates  in  the  series.

81  1869  Shield  nickel.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A few  very  tiny 
flyspecks.  As  nice  as  can  be  reasonably  expected  for  an  undipped  issue. 

82  1873  Closed  3.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Obverse  especially  is  from 
dies  which  are  lightly  bulged,  as  usual.  With  some  slight  "mint  frost" 
hints  on  the  surface,  but  a Proof  from  an  original  set,  so  there  is  no 
question.  Often  coins  of  the  1870s  and  1880s  in  particular  are  difficult 
to  distinguish  between  Proof  and  prooflike  Uncirculated.  A beauty! 

83  1873  Closed  3.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Duplicate  of  the  preceding. 
A bit  more  "brilliant"  than  the  earlier  one  and  just  as  nice  in  all  other 
respects. 


84  1879  Gem  Proof-67.  A pristine,  virtually  flawless  example  of  this,  one 

of  the  most  desired  dates  in  the  shield  nickel  series  (for  business  strikes 
are  rare,  thus  putting  additional  demand  and  price  pressure  on  the 
Proofs).  An  item  for  the  connoisseur!

85  1880  Gem  Proof-67.  A brilliant,  splendid  beauty!  With  the  second  8 in 
the  date  recut;  apparently  it  was  originally  cut  too  low  and  then  re- 
punched at  the  correct  elevation,  although  traces  of  an  earlier  digit  re- 
main only  within  the  central  spaces,  there  are  no  traces  below.  A splen- 
did example  of  one  of  the  most  highly  prized  shield  nickel  issues  (for 
the  same  reason  as  outlined  for  the  preceding  1879). 

86  1881  Choice  Proof-65,  A few  really  microscopic  flecks.  Very  light, 
almost  subliminal,  gold  toning.  An  exceedingly  popular  date  due  to 
the  low  regular-issue  mintage.  The  1879-1880-1881  are  a trio  in 
desirability  in  this  regard. 

87  1882  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A few  really  trivial  flecks  on  the 
reverse  keep  this  out  of  the  Gem  Proof-67  class,  but  to  the  unaided  eye 
it  would  merit  that  designation.  A splendid  beauty,  as  are  so  many 
Proofs  in  this  collection.  The  penultimate  year  of  the  shield  nickel. 

88  1883  Shield.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Just  a wisp  of  subliminal  ton- 
ing. Of  course,  this  and  many  other  coins  of  this  year  could  be 
"dipped"  to  make  them  fully  brilliant,  but  this  would  destroy  in  many 
instances  a century  of  natural  toning.  For  our  money,  when  the  toning 
is  light  and  attractive  it  is  best  left  alone!  Another  beauty  — a rather 
repetitious  statement  so  far  as  this  consignment  is  concerned! 

89  1883  Shield.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A lint  mark  is  at  the  lower  part 
of  the  5 digit  on  the  reverse:  apparently  a small  thread  or  piece  of  hair 
stuck  to  the  die.  A tiny  carbon  speck  on  the  reverse  is  scarcely 
noticeable.  All  in  all,  definitely  in  the  top  10  percent  quality-wise  of 
surviving  examples  of  the  last  year  of  shield  nickel  coinage. 


90  1883  Liberty  head  type.  Without  CENTS  on  reverse.  Choice  Brilliant 

Proof-65.  A few  inevitable  microscopic  flecks.  A nice  "type"  issue.

95  1885  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  A superb,  breathtaking,  marvelous  ex- 

ample of  the  most  highly  desired  Philadelphia  Mint  issue  in  the  Liberty 
nickel  series.  A few  truly  nit-picking  flecks,  visible  under  magnifica- 
tion, keep  this  from  absolute  perfection.  Still,  it  is  a "one  in  a hundred" 
coin  — we  doubt  if  any  amount  of  searching  or  any  price  paid  could 
locate  a finer  specimen!  And,  added  to  the  condition  is  the  lustre  of  its 
illustrious  pedigree  and  the  fact  that  it  has  remained  in  the  same  collec- 
tion for  nearly  a century. 

Here  is  one  which  specialists  and  connoisseurs  should  fight  over! 


96  1886  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Would  be  Gem  Proof-67  were  it  not 

for  the  tiniest  of  tiny  hairlines  — just  one  line  — in  front  of  the  nose  in 
the  obverse  field.  A splendid  uncleaned  beauty  of  high  importance. 


91  1883  Liberty  head.  Without  CENTS.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  If 
anything,  a hair  nicer  than  the  preceding.  Extremely  important  as  the 
only  year  of  this  design  type. 

Not f:  This  design,  when  released  in  1 883,  provided  an  opportunity  for  scalawags 
who  goldplated  the  issues  and  passed  them  off  as  new  varieties  of  a $5  gold  piece,  for 
the  word  "CENTS"  did  not  appear.  The  mint  realized  its  error  immediately  and 
prepared  a new  design  (see  following  lot).  In  the  meantime,  the  public,  believing  the 
mint  had  made  a mistake  (which  indeed  it  had  done),  hoarded  as  many  as  they  could 
find,  with  the  result  that  business  shakes  of  the  1883  Liberty  nickel  are  the  most 
plentiful  of  all  Uncirculated  1 9th  century  United  States  coins  in  terms  of  the 
numbers  which  survive  today,  with  the  exception,  of  course,  of  certain  Morgan 
dollar  dates  1878  and  later. 

While  the  mintage  of  Proofs  was  veiy  generous  (b,  783),  the  status  of  the  issue  as 
the  only  year  of  its  design  type  has  put  great  demand  upon  the  supply,  so  these  pieces 
have  always  sold  well. 

92  1883  Liberty  with  CENTS.  Choice  Proof-65.  A few  minor  flecks.  A 
beautiful  example  of  the  first  year  of  this  style. 

93  1883  Liberty  with  CENTS.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65  with  some  claims 
to  Proof-67.  A dazzling  beauty,  slightly  finer  than  the  preceding. 

94  1884  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  What  else  is  there  to  say? 


97  1887  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Some  very  subtle  light  golden  toning 
just  beginning  to  form.  Another  splendid  coin! 

98  1888  Choice  Proof-65.  Very  light  natural  gray  toning,  but  mostly 
brilliant.  With  some  mint  "cartwheel"  or  frost.  Were  the  piece  not  part 
of  an  original  1888  Proof  set  we  would  be  tempted  to  call  it  "prooflike 
Uncirculated,"  but  the  facts  prevent  us  from  doing  this.  This  coin  is  a 
good  reason  why  one  should  not  take  hard  and  fast  positions  concern- 
ing the  Proof  status  (or  lack  of  it)  of  certain  coins  of  this  era.  In  the  past, 
market  price  has  often  determined  grade.  As  illogical  as  this  sounds, 
this  is  so.  In  recent  years,  when  it  has  been  realized  that  certain  Uncir- 
culated issues  are  far  rarer  than  Proofs,  many  pieces  from  various  series 
which  were  struck  as  Proofs  but  which  have  mint  lustre  have  been  sold 
as  "Gem  Uncirculated  with  prooflike  surface"  or  something  similar, 
although  they  are  strictly  Proofs.  Years  ago,  when  Proofs  generally 
sold  for  many  multiples  of  Uncirculated  coins,  such  pieces  without 
questions  were  called  Proofs.  It  doesn't  make  much  sense,  does  it?  But, 
it  does  show  "the  nature  of  the  beast,"  so  to  speak. 

99  1889  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A few  microscopic  flecks.  Beautiful! 

100  1890  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Another  beautiful  coin. 

Note:  The  collector  of  Proof  coins  by  date  sequence  and  the  collector  of  type  coins 
alike  would  do  well  to  examine  the  pieces  in  the  present  offering.  Quality  such  as  is 
offered  here  is  exceedingly  elusive  in  today's  market.  While  our  words  are  descriptive 
of  the  pieces,  in  our  opinion,  words  are  cheap,  and  many  lesser  pieces  offered 
elsewhere  are  often  surrounded  by  adjectives  which  make  ours  seem  lusterless  by 
comparison.  The  coins  speak  for  themselves,  however. 


101  1891  Gem  Proof-67.  A brilliant  piece  which  is  not  very  far  different 
from  the  day  it  was  minted  91  years  ago! 

102  1892  Gem  Proof-67.  Another  brilliant,  splendid  beauty.  Probably  not 
one  out  of  a 100  surviving  Liberty  nickels  of  this  date  can  equal  the 
present  coin. 

103  1893  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65  but  with  a small  spot  on  the  reverse,  and 
more  important,  with  a nick  on  the  neck  of  Miss  Liberty.  How  did  it 
happen?  When?  Why?  Perhaps  it  was  carelessly  handled  during  the 
Proof  set  packaging  process  at  the  Mint.  Perhaps  another  nickel  fell  on 
it  in  a tray.  We’ll  never  know  the  answer,  but  the  tiny  nick  is  there  for 
us  to  see. 

104  1894  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A tiny  fleck  among  the  denticles  in  the 
border  is  mentioned,  but  apart  from  this  the  piece  is  really  outstanding. 

105  1895  Choice  Proof-65.  Light  golden  and  gray  toning.  A few 
microscopic  flecks. 


106  1896  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65  except  for  an  irregular  area  in  the  left 
obverse  field.  This  irregular  area  shows  some  traces  of  lint  and  has  an 
unfinished  surface  typical  of  a planchet  prior  to  striking.  As  such,  it  is 
not  a factor  in  the  grading  (grading  is  dependent  upon  the  state  of 
handling  or  wear  after  the  coin  is  struck,  not  other  considerations),  but 
because  of  the  appearance  we  call  it  Proof-65  rather  than,  say, 
Proof-67. 

What  caused  this  unusual  feature?  Perhaps  some  grease  or  some 
other  substance  was  on  the  planchet.  When  the  piece  was  struck  the 
mirror-like  surface  of  the  dies  did  not  transfer  to  this  area  in  front  of 
the  face,  with  the  result  that  the  original  planchet  characteristics  are 
visible.  We  have  not  recalled  having  seen  anything  like  this  before  in 
the  Proof  series  and  recommend  that  students  of  the  coinage  process 
examine  it  just  for  educational  purposes.  What  is  it  worth?  Perhaps  half 
the  price  of  a regular  Proof-65  example  in  our  opinion  — but  what  it  is 
really  worth  is,  of  course,  up  to  bidders  at  the  sale. 

107  1897  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Very  light  golden  toning.  A beauty 
which  has  remained  in  the  same  collection  since  the  year  of  issue. 

108  1898  Select  Proof-63.  Obverse  nearly  fully  brilliant  with  light  gray  ton- 
ing. Graded  alone,  this  would  merit  a designation  of  Gem  Proof-67. 
The  reverse,  from  the  standpoint  of  handling,  could  likewise  merit 
such  a grade,  however,  it  does  have  some  small  areas  of  spotting 
around  the  borders,  particularly  at  the  top,  and  a few  other  scattered 
flecks.  The  overall  color  is  an  iridescent  rainbow  hue.  Here  is  a coin 
which  is  a candidate  for  judicious  dipping,  in  our  opinion  — some- 
thing we  rarely  recommend. 

On  the  plus  side  of  the  ledger  is  the  date  when  viewed  under 
magnification:  Each  digit  is  recut  in  one  way  or  another.  This  is  prob- 
ably the  same  as  that  variety  described  by  Walter  Breen  as  “very  rare, 
less  than  six  seen." 

109  1900  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A few  minor  flecks.  Another  splendid 
piece. 


Half  Dimes 


110  1859  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A splendid,  superb  example.  The 
obverse  and  reverse  have  gunmetal  blue  toning  with  traces  of  magenta 
and  gold.  Superb! 

Note:  The  1859  half  dime  design  is  unique  as  a minor  type  in  that  the  stars  are 
hollow  in  the  centers,  a feature  used  on  no  other  half  dimes  before  or  since.  Although 
this  characteristic  is  mentioned  in  A Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins,  type 
collectors  have  not  generally  recognized  this  distinction,  but  it  certainly  is  there. 


Ill  1860  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A virtually  flawless  coin;  certainly 
one  of  the  nicest  in  existence.  The  obverse  is  nearly  fully  brilliant  with 
slight  wisps  of  gold  toning.  The  reverse  is  a light  "smoky  gold,”  for 
want  of  a better  description.  A rare  beauty  which  is  certainly  one  of 
the  finest  known. 

The  desirability  of  this  issue  is  compounded  by  its  status  as  the  first 
year  of  regular  issue  of  the  style  with  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA 
on  the  obverse. 


1 12  1861  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A splendid  piece.  The  obverse  is  near- 
ly fully  brilliant  with  just  a wisp  of  gold.  Virtually  a mate  to  the 
preceding.  The  reverse  is  toned  a beautiful  lilac  hue  with  hints  of 
gunmetal  blue,  likewise  beautiful.  Another  "finest  of  its  kind"  — you 
will  have  to  attend  many  coin  shows,  order  many  coins  through  the 
mail,  and  bid  in  many  auctions  before  you  see  one  which  is  equal  to 
this  coin,  never  mind  one  which  is  better.

113  1863  Gem  Proof-67.  A superb  coin.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are 
toned  the  most  beautiful  iridescent  hues  imaginable,  but  are  lightly 
toned  so  that  most  of  the  brilliant  surface  remains.  If  a finer  1863  half 
dime  exists,  we  don't  know  where  it  is  (and,  believe  me,  the  writer  has 
seen  a lot  of  them!). 

1863  is  especially  desirable  as  business  strikes  are  very  rare,  thus  put- 
ting an  additional  price  demand  on  the  few  remaining  examples  of  the 
460  Proofs  struck. 


1 14  1865  Choice  Proof-65.  If  you  hold  the  coin  at  just  the  right  angle  and 
use  a magnifying  glass  you  can  see  a tiny  line  in  the  right  obverse  field. 
Perhaps  we  are  being  a bit  picky  here,  but  for  this  reason  we  call  it 
Proof-65  rather  than  Proof-67.  Even  so,  we  know  that  few  specimens 
equal  to  this  have  come  on  the  market  in  recent  years. 

The  obverse  is  mostly  brilliant  with  hints  of  light  golden,  magenta, 
and  gunmetal  blue  toning.  The  reverse  is  likewise  mostly  brilliant  but 
with  hints  of  gunmetal  blue. 

Like  the  preceding  lot,  1865  is  especially  desirable  as  a date,  for 
business  strikes  are  very  rare  (an  1865  in  just  Good  grade  catalogues 
$75  in  the  latest  Guide  Bookl).  A prize  example  of  a prize  date.

1 15  1873  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  nearly  fully  brilliant  with  just  a 
hint  of  toning  around  the  border.  A tiny,  tiny,  tiny  speck  is  near  the 
upper  border  and  probably  shouldn't  even  be  mentioned.  The  obverse 
field  shows  some  parallel  striae  under  magnification,  a die 
characteristic  common  to  this  issue  — the  result  of  incomplete  die 
polishing.  Closed  3 in  date,  as  with  all  Proofs. 

The  reverse  is  toned  a golden  color  predominantly  but  with  some 
hints  of  gunmetal  blue.  Very  pretty. 

Last  year  of  the  half  dime. 


120  1865  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  of  this  is  a virtual  kaleidoscope  with 

light  gold,  champagne,  russet,  gunmetal  blue,  claret,  and  probably  a 
few  other  shades  all  in  medium  intensity.  The  reverse  is  mostly 
brilliant  on  the  right  side  of  the  coin  changing  to  light  gray  toning  on 
the  left.  All  in  all,  a superb  piece.

116  1859  Choice  Proof-65.  The  obverse  is  toned  medium  gold  with  some 
areas  of  gunmetal  blue.  The  reverse  is  primarily  lilac  and  magenta.  A 
splendid  specimen  of  the  first  readily  collectible  Proof  dime  date,  and 
even  so  the  word  readily  is  subject  to  doubt.  We  strongly  question 
whether  800  Proofs  (a  figure  given  in  A Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins) 
actually  were  distributed.  In  reality  the  number  was  probably  a frac- 
tion of  that. 


1 1 7 1860  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  A splendid  piece  with  just  a wisp  of  ton- 
ing, particularly  on  the  reverse.  We  have  never  seen  a finer  specimen. 
If  you  have  an  eye  for  quality  and  a checkbook  balance  to  match,  bid 
liberally  on  this  one.  You  will  never  have  to  improve  it  no  matter  what 
other  old-time  collections  come  on  the  market!  And,  you  know,  as 
years  go  by,  fewer  and  fewer  collections  of  this  type  do  appear. 


118  1861  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  fully  brilliant  except  for 
light  golden  toning  on  the  rims.  The  reverse  is  toned  gunmetal  blue 
and  lilac.  Superb,  beautiful,  outstanding,  marvelous,  stunning  — use 
these  adjectives  plus  any  others  you  can  think  of  and  you  will  not  be 
exaggerating  a bit.  Quality  personified  in  a coin. 


121  1873  Without  arrows.  Closed  3.  Now,  how  to  grade  it?  From  the  stand- 
point of  handling,  marks,  or  other  problems  which  occurred  after  the 
coin  was  struck,  the  coin  has  none,  or  virtually  none,  so  probably  it 
should  be  graded  Proof-67.  However,  the  piece  was,  to  put  it  frankly, 
very  poorly  made  at  the  Mint.  The  purchaser  who  paid  a premium  for 
this  as  a Proof,  which  was  done,  certainly  was  taken  advantage  of. 
Whoever  produced  this  one  must  have  received  an  F in  Proofmaking 
101,  or  whatever  the  educational  equivalent  was  at  the  Mint! 

To  be  a bit  more  specific,  the  head  is  lightly  struck  without  much 
detail,  there  is  some  weakness  in  the  lettering,  and  there  are  many  die 
striae  in  the  fields.  A pleasing  golden  toning  in  the  fields  and  a 
gunmetal  blue  toning  on  some  of  the  higher  spots  ameliorates  the  situa- 
tion somewhat,  especially  if  you  don't  use  a glass,  but  still  the  under- 
lying reality  exists.  But,  perhaps  we  are  being  a bit  unfair,  for  held  at 
arm's  length  the  piece  does  indeed  look  quite  attractive.  The  reverse  is 
lightly  struck  in  one  area  of  the  wreath,  a very  unusual  situation  for  a 
Proof  coin.  The  toning  is  light  gold. 

The  term  "light  striking,"  used  throughout  numismatics,  really  is  not 
appropriate  for  the  coin,  for  the  same  amount  of  pressure  was  used  to 
strike  this  as  any  other  Proof  dime.  The  dies  are  actuated  by  energy 
received  from  a flywheel,  and  each  die  stroke  begins,  goes  down  to  the 
smallest  separation  between  the  dies,  and  then  goes  up  again.  The  term 
"light  strike"  would  imply  that  for  some  reason  a lighter  flywheel  was 
used  or  inadequate  pressure  was  used  to  strike  this  on  other  pieces, 
whereas  in  reality  the  pressure  was  constant.  Rather,  the  problem  was 
due  to  inadequate  die  spacing.  The  dies  simply  were  further  apart  than 
they  should  have  been.  The  obverse  die  in  its  downward  thrust  (the 
reverse  die  being  fixed  in  position)  simply  did  not  go  "deep"  enough 
into  the  planchet,  with  the  result  that  certain  details  were  not  fully 
struck  up. 

Another  coin  which  the  student  may  wish  to  examine  for  educa- 
tional purposes. 


1 19  1863  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  The  obverse  has  fantastic  toning  ranging 
from  champagne  to  claret  to  light  gunmetal  blue.  It  virtually  is  a work 
of  art!  The  reverse  is  mostly  champagne.  A microscopic  fleck  on  the 
reverse  — and  we  mean  microscopic  — keeps  this  out  of  an  even  higher 
category,  but  still  it  is  so  nice  that  you  will  never  find  a nicer  one! 

And,  1863  is  one  of  the  most  desirable  of  all  Philadelphia  Mint 
dimes,  simply  because  very  few  business  strikes  exist  — thus  creating  123 

extra  demand  for  the  Proofs. 


122  1873  Arrows  at  date.  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  nearly  fully 
brilliant  with  some  hints  of  light  gold.  The  reverse  is  also  mostly 
brilliant  but  with  very  light  gray  toning.  A superb  example  of  one  of 
the  most  desired  of  all  Liberty  seated  dimes.  The  arrows  at  date  feature 
used  on  this  style  (with  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  on  obverse) 
appeared  only  in  1873  and  1874.  Just  800  examples  were  struck  of 
1873  and  700  of  1874,  making  a total  original  Proof  population  of 
1,500  pieces.  Probably  not  all  of  these  were  distributed,  and  of  those 
that  were  distributed,  many  have  since  been  lost,  strayed,  stolen,  or  im- 
paired. The  net  result  is  probably  not  more  than  a handful  of  1873 
Proof  dimes  that  are  equal  to  the  one  offered  here.  With  the  great  de- 
mand for  type  coins  the  piece  is  certainly  one  of  the  attractions  of  this 
section  of  the  catalogue. 

1877  Select  Proof-63.  Surfaces  toned  a light  to  medium  gray.  Low 
Proof  mintage  for  this  year.

124  1879  Gem  Proof-67.  Another  one  for  the  record  books  so  far  as  beau- 
ty is  concerned.  The  obverse  is  mostly  brilliant  with  tinges  of  magenta 
toward  the  borders  and  gunmetal  blue  on  the  rim.  The  reverse  is  lilac 
and  gunmetal  blue.  Stunning!  And,  1879  is  rare  as  a business  strike, 
thus  putting  extra  demand  on  the  Proofs.  (See  also  the  next  two  lots 
which  are  especially  desirable  for  the  same  reason.) 


125  1880  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  nearly  completely 
brilliant  save  for  a tiny  nuance  of  gray  toning  at  the  lower  left.  The 
reverse  is  an  indescribably  beautiful  light  lilac.  Another  coin  of  peerless 
quality!  The  desirability  of  the  piece  is  further  enhanced  by  the 
relatively  low  business  strike  mintage  which  puts  extra  demand  on  the 
Proofs. 


126  1881  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  The  obverse  has  a light  mottled  golden 
toning.  The  reverse  is  mostly  brilliant  with  hints  of  light  gold  and 
magenta.  A splendid  example  of  this  highly  desired  date. 


130  1885  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  just  as  nice  as  the  day  it 
was  made  — no  toning  at  all.  The  reverse  is  nearly  fully  brilliant  but 
with  a hint  of  gold  toning.  Another  item  for  the  perfectionist! 


131  1886  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  a freckled  light  lilac  and  gray  col- 
or. The  reverse  is  mostly  brilliant  with  a wisp  of  gold  toning.  Another 
superb  piece. 


132  1887  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  toned  mottled  claret,  gunmetal 
blue,  and  sea  green.  The  reverse  is  primarily  lilac.  Another  beauty. 


127  1882  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  an  in- 
describably beautiful  iridescent  color.  If  you  can  find  one  which  is 
measurably  nicer,  bring  it  to  the  sale  with  you  and  we  will  give  you  a 
free  subscription  to  our  catalogues  for  next  year!  Seriously,  it  would  be 
very,  very  difficult  to  even  imagine  a coin  nicer  than  this  one. 


128  1883  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  has  nearly  full  original  brilliance, 
with  a whisper  of  light  golden  toning.  The  reverse  is  gray  and 
gunmetal  blue.  Another  beauty. 


129  1884  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  nearly  fully  brilliant,  just  as  the 
day  it  was  struck,  save  for  light  gray  toning  near  the  left  border.  The 
reverse  is  with  the  original  brilliance  toning  to  light  gold  and  a wisp  of 
gunmetal  blue.  Beautiful. 


133  1888  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  nearly  fully  brilliant 
with  a hint  of  light  golden  toning.  Still  another  in  a long  series  of  sim- 
ply stunning  pieces. 


134  1889  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  fully  brilliant  save  for  a light  area 
of  gunmetal  blue  near  the  bottom.  The  reverse  is  lilac.  Still  another 
gorgeous  piece.  Buy  this  one  and  you'll  never  have  to  upgrade  it  no 
matter  what  happens. 


135  1890  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  fully  brilliant  — just  as  the  mo- 
ment it  was  made.  The  reverse  is  toned  a light  lilac  color.  Another 
unimprovable  coin.  We  would  call  such  a piece  Proof-70  (as  we  would 
with  other  pieces  in  the  present  catalogue),  but  we  are  a bit  conser- 
vative and  call  it  only  Proof-67.  Still,  we  cannot  find  any  contact  mark 
or  problem  with  it  — it  seems  to  be  perfect! 

136  1891  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  With  a couple  of  minor  lines  in  the 
obverse  field  to  keep  it  out  of  the  Proof-67  category.  The  obverse  is 
fully  brilliant.  The  reverse  is  toned  light  gray  and  lilac. 
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137  1892  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  First  year  of  the  Barber  design.  The 
obverse  is  fully  brilliant  as  made.  The  reverse  is  toned  a light  lilac  color. 
A really  "nifty"  piece. 


138  1893  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  fully  brilliant.  The  reverse  is  toned 
a light  lilac  color.  Struck  during  the  year  of  the  World's  Columbian  Ex- 
position. Few  other  artifacts  from  that  time  have  survived  in  such  nice 
preservation! 


139  1894  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  virtually  as  the  day  it  was 
struck.  The  reverse  is  toned  a light  lilac  color.  Another  in  a continuing 
series  of  beauties. 

Note:  The  Bot  her  dime  series  in  particular  is  quite  attractive  in  Proof  grade,  in  the 
writer's  opinion.  Each  coin  looks  like  a little  jewel,  a little  cameo.  Why  not  consider 
forming  a set  of  each  date  issued  in  Proof  condition  front  1 892  through  1915?  The 
present  catalogue  gtves  you  a good  start,  at  least  with  the  earlier  years. 


140  1895  Gem  Proof-67.  This,  the  most  desired  of  all  Philadelphia  Mint 
dimes,  is  represented  by  a piece  which  is  as  close  to  perfection  as  can  be 
imagined.  The  obverse  is  toned  a light  sea-green  and  gray  color.  The 
reverse  is  nearly  fully  brilliant.  A splendid,  beautiful  example. 


141  1896  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  fully  brilliant.  A magni- 
fying glass  shows  a very,  very  light  line  on  the  cheek.  The  reverse  is 
toned  a light  gray  and  lilac.  Another  beauty. 


143  1898  Gem  Proof-67.  A fantastic  coin.  The  obverse  is  nearly  fully 
brilliant  with  just  a whisper  of  champagne  toning.  The  reverse  is  a light 
smoky  haze  toning,  but  quite  transparent.  Words  cannot  do  the  piece 
justice. 


144  1900  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  brilliant  with  mottled  light  gold 
toning.  The  reverse  is  predominantly  light  gunmetal  blue.  Another 
superb  coin  — and,  sadly,  the  last  Barber  dime  in  the  Hetrich  Collec- 
tion. Considering  his  penchant  for  collecting,  it  is  too  bad  he  did  not 
continue  his  purchases  of  regular  United  States  Coins  well  into  the 
20th  century  (at  which  time  he  was  mainly  specializing  in  tokens;  but 
his  contributions  there  were  extraordinary  and  more  than  make  up  for 
it).

145  1877  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  With  claims  to  Gem  Proof-67.  A 
simply  superb  specimen  with  a wisp  of  light  gray  toning.  Certainly  one 
of  the  finest  known  examples  of  this,  one  of  the  most  highly  prized  of 
all  19th-century  silver  Proof  coins. 

The  1877  was  issued  only  in  Proof  condition;  that  is,  no  business 
strikes  were  made  of  this  date.  A Guide  Book  of  United  Stales  Coins  notes 
that  just  350  examples  were  made.  Only  a very  few  can  possibly  sur- 
vive in  condition  equal  to  the  present  piece. 

A prize  item  for  the  discriminating  collector. 


142  1897  Gem  Proof-67.  Virtually  a twin  to  the  1895  dime  listed  earlier. 
The  obverse  is  a light  sea-green  color  and  the  reverse  is  nearly  fully 
brilliant.  A stunning  coin  in  every  respect 
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Quarter  Dollars 


150  1865  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  This  coin,  which  possesses  nearly  its  full 
original  brilliance  with  just  a slight  hint  of  light  gold  toning  on  the 
reverse,  is  probably  unexceeded  by  any  other  example  of  its  condition 
and  date.  If  a finer  specimen  exists,  we  do  not  know  where  it  can  be 
located! 


146  1859  Choice  Proof-65.  Another  splendid  specimen  of  the  quality  you 
have  come  to  expect  in  the  Hetrich  Collection.  The  obverse  is  toned  a 
light  golden  color  with  touches  of  mottled  brown.  The  borders  are 
gunmetal  blue.  The  reverse  is  a lovely  mixture  of  claret  and  gunmetal 
blue.  A superb  specimen  which  has  never  been  cleaned,  dipped,  or 
"fussed  with."  As  such,  it  is  extremely  rare. 

A Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  notes  that  800  Proofs  were  coined 
of  this  year,  but  we  believe  this  figure  to  be  far  too  high,  at  least  in 
terms  of  the  number  of  specimens  actually  distributed.  Several  hun- 
dred would  be  more  like  it,  to  our  way  of  thinking. 

147  1860  Choice  Proof-65.  The  obverse  is  nearly  fully  brilliant  with  just  a 
tinge  of  light  gold  toning  on  the  borders.  The  reverse  is  a subtle  light 
gold  tone.  A truly  superb  specimen  of  this  early  issue. 


148  1861  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65  with  a Gem  Proof-67  reverse.  A sim- 
ply stunning,  spectacular,  beautiful  example  of  this  Civil  War  era 
piece.  The  obverse  is  with  nearly  complete  full  original  brilliance  with 
just  a touch  of  gunmetal  blue  in  the  lower  left  quadrant.  The  reverse  is 
a mixture  of  lilac  with  gunmetal  blue  at  the  upper  border. 


149  1863  Gem  Proof-67.  Another  splendid  specimen  which  words  fall 
short  of  describing  in  full.  The  obverse  is  a lovely  champagne  color. 
The  reverse  is  toned  lilac  and  light  gunmetal  blue. 

We  reiterate  that  quality  such  as  the  pieces  offered  here  is  rare,  rare, 
rare.  You  can  examine  a dozen  different  collections,  even  old-time 
ones  (if  you  can  find  them),  and  the  quality  of  the  Proofs  will  fall  short 
of  the  present  mark.  If  quality  is  your  forte,  here  is  your  opportunity! 
And,  the  current  market,  being  softer  than  the  "hot"  market  of 
1978-1979,  affords  you  the  opportunity  to  acquire  pieces  at  prices 
more  attractive  than  back  then.  The  present  writer  has  studied  the  coin 
market  for  many  years  and  has  concluded  that  many  series  move  in 
cycles.  The  very  best  time  to  buy  is  when  the  market  is  soft  — and 
traditionally  the  greatest  profits  have  gone  to  buyers  during  such 
periods.  However,  it  takes  a degree  of  fortitude  and  determination  to 
buy  when  others  are  resting  in  the  sidelines.  In  any  event,  no  matter 
what  you  pay.  the  present  coins  are  of  a quality  seldom  encountered  or 
seen  in  the  numismatic  marketplace.  They  will  always  be  the  "finest  of 
the  fine,"  the  "rarest  of  the  rare." 

Note:  The  writer  prepared  an  article  on  torn  curies  in  the  com  market,  the  first  in- 
stallment ol  which  appeared  on  the  cover  of  the  thicker  2K.  tout  issue  of  Coin 
World.  You  may  wish  to  refer  to  this  for  additional  thoughts. 


151  1873  Without  arrows.  Gem  Proof-67  but  with  a qualification:  The 
obverse  shows  a number  of  parallel  adjustment  marks,  particularly  on 
the  central  figure  of  Liberty,  a feature  which  occurred  during  the  mint- 
ing process.  Unusual,  to  say  the  least!  This  piece  should  be  examined  in 
person  by  the  prospective  bidder. 

The  obverse  is  fully  brilliant,  nearly  as  brilliant  as  the  day  of  coinage. 
The  reverse  is  a mixture  of  light  gray,  gold,  and  sea-green  toning. 


152  1873  Arrows  at  date.  Gem  Proof-67.  But,  like  the  preceding  lot,  with 
a qualification:  The  right  obverse  field  near  the  11th  through  13th  stars 
shows  a light  planchet  lamination  or  flaking  caused  during  the  minting 
process.  Here  is  one  that  got  by  the  inspectors! 

The  obverse  is  nearly  as  brilliant  as  the  day  of  issue.  The  reverse  is 
toned  subtle  heather. 

The  with-arrows  issue  is  highly  prized  as  a type  coin,  This  style  was 
minted  only  in  1873  and  1874  with  a total  combined  Proof  production 
of  just  1,240  examples:  540  pieces  of  the  1873  and  700  of  the  1874. 


153  1877  Gem  Proof-67.  A breathtakingly  superb  example  of  one  of  the 
most  highly  prized  issues  among  Proof  Liberty  seated  quarters.  A wisp 
of  beautiful  light  natural  gray  toning  on  the  obverse  separates  this  from 
the  appearance  on  the  day  of  striking.  To  repeat  a phrase  which  seems 
appropriate  in  a number  of  instances,  here  is  a coin  which  is  virtually  as 
nice  as  the  day  it  was  struck! 
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154  1879  Gem  Proof-67.  Another  superb  specimen.  The  obverse  is  with  its 
full  original  brilliance  accented  by  a wisp  of  heather  toning  toward  the 
top.  The  reverse  is  primarily  light  gunmetal  blue. 

1879  initiates  the  era  in  which  quarters  and  half  dollars  were 
produced  for  circulation  only  in  very  limited  quantities  due  to  the 
Mint's  preoccupation  with  making  vast  numbers  of  Morgan  silver 
dollars.  The  Liberty  seated  quarters  from  1879  through  1889  are  high 
on  the  list  of  most  wanted  issues.  The  present  offering  of  superb  pieces 
is  thus  of  special  importance. 


155  1880  Gem  Proof-67.  Virtual  perfection.  We  can't  find  anything  wrong 
with  it  at  all  — but,  being  of  a conservative  nature,  we  are  calling  it 
Proof-67  (instead  of  Proof-70).  The  obverse  is  nearly  as  bright  as  the 
day  it  was  minted.  The  reverse  is  a light  heather  toning.  We  have  never 
seen  a piece  to  equal  this! 


156  1881  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  brilliant  in  the  centers  with  gold 
and  iridescent  hues  at  the  border.  The  reverse  is  primarily  gunmetal 
blue  with  a hint  of  magenta.  Another  highly-prized  issue  from  the  era 
of  low  business  strike  mintages,  a situation  which  puts  extreme  price 
and  demand  pressure  on  the  Proofs. 


158  1883  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  A few  truly  trivial  marks  keep  this  away 
from  absolute  perfection,  but  still  it  is  so  fine  that  we  can  recall  seeing 
none  which  surpass  it.  The  obverse  is  with  nearly  perfect  full  original 
brilliance.  The  reverse  is  toned  a slight  iridescent  color  at  the  upper 
border.  If  you  want  a prizewinning  example  of  this  date,  place  your 
bid  on  this  one! 

Note:  There  has  been  some  discussion  in  the  popular  press  recently  about  which 
types  of  magnifying  glasses  to  use.  For  many  years  the  writer  has  been  pleased  with 
the  results  obtained  from  the  relatively  inexpensive  Swift  pocket  magnifier  of  brown 
plastic  with  tivo  lenses.  Use  one  lense  and  you  have  4x  magnification,  good  for  ex- 
amining the  overall  surface  of  a coin.  Use  both  lenses  together  and  you  have  8x 
magnification,  excellent  for  overdates,  grading  fine  points,  and  the  like.  The  slock 
number  is  Swift  No.  57 0.  Order  one  through  your  local  coin  dealer. 


159  1884  Gem  Proof-67.  Another  truly  marvelous  coin.  The  obverse  is 
with -full  original  brilliance.  The  reverse  is  toned  a light  heather  color. 
Just  875  Proofs  plus  8,000  business  strikes  were  made.  Rare! 


160  1885  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  The  obverse  is  with  nearly  full 
original  brilliance  except  for  some  light  gold  toning  on  the  rim.  The 
reverse  is  toned  light  lilac  and  gold.  Another  splendid  example  of  an 
elusive  issue. 


157  1882  Gem  Proof-67.  A stunningly  beautiful  coin  with  nearly  full 
original  brilliance  on  the  obverse  toning  to  a light  rainbow  effect  at  the 
borders.  The  reverse  is  a stunningly  beautiful  mixture  of  gunmetal  blue 
and  magenta.  To  our  way  of  thinking  it  would  be  theoretically  im- 
possible for  an  1882  quarter  to  be  nicer  than  this  one!  Looking  at  this 
and  other  pieces  might  be  a bit  dangerous  — for  you  may  become 
spoiled  when  you  see  other  coins  elsewhere!  Really,  they  are 
breathtaking,  and  cataloguing  them  is  a rare  pleasure. 


161  1886  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Fully  brilliant  obverse.  Reverse  with 
light  gray  and  iridescent  toning.  A marvelous  example  of  this  very  im- 
portant date.  886  Proofs  were  minted  plus  just  5,000  business  strikes. 
(The  business  strike  mintage  being  among  the  lowest  in  the  entire 
quarter  dollar  series). 


162  1887  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  Fully  brilliant  obverse.  Reverse  toned  a 
light  heather.  Another  marvelous,  outstanding,  magnificent  quarter 
from  this  highly  important  era. 


163  1888  Select  Proof-63.  The  obverse  is  toned  a light  champagne  color. 
The  reverse  is  a mixture  of  gold  and  gunmetal  blue.  Beautiful. 


164  1889  Choice  Proof-65.  The  obverse  is  a light  champagne  color.  The 
reverse  is  light  gold  and  gunmetal  blue.  The  toning  on  this  piece  is  vir- 
tually identical  to  the  preceding.  Another  highly  important  date. 


165  1890  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  fully  brilliant  and  is  as  nice  as  the 
minute  it  was  minted.

The  last  of 
the  Liberty  seated  quarters  — the  end  of  a run  whose  quality  is  un- 
matched by  any  other  offering  of  the  present  era. 


167  1892  Gem  Proof-67.  First  year  of  the  Barber  quarter  design,  a motif 
which  was  continued  through  1916.  The  obverse  is  fully  brilliant  and  is 
as  nice  as  the  moment  it  was  minted.  The  reverse  is  toned  a light  gray 
and  gold.  A spectacular  coin  in  every  respect.  Like  so  many  in  this 
listing,  an  item  for  the  connoisseur. 


168  1893  Choice  Proof-65.  The  obverse  is  fully  brilliant  with  just  a hint  of 
champagne  toning.  The  reverse  is  light  gray  and  light  sea-green.  A 
beautiful  piece. 


169  1894  Choice  Proof-65.  Fully  brilliant  obverse.  Reverse  is  toned  a light 
gray  and  gold.  A virtual  twin  to  the  preceding. 


170  1895  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  fully  brilliant  save  for  a hint  of 
light  lilac  toning.  The  reverse  is  medium  gold.  A spectacular  piece.  You 
will  not  find  a nicer  1895  Proof  quarter  no  matter  how  hard  you  look 
and  how  far  you  range. 


1 7 1 1896  Choice  Proof-65.  The  obverse  is  fully  brilliant.  The  reverse  is 
toned  a light  golden  color.  Another  cameo  in  this  beautifully-matched 
grouping  of  Barber  quarters. 
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172  1897  Choice  Proof-65.  The  obverse  is  fully  brilliant.  The  reverse  is 
toned  a light  heather  color.  Another  superb  coin. 


173  1898  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  toned  a heather  color  with  hints 
of  gray  and  dusky  gold.  The  reverse  is  heather  with  hints  of  gold. 
Another  excellent  coin. 


174  1900  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  toned  a mottled  gold  and  magen- 
ta. The  reverse  is  primarily  gunmetal  blue.  The  last  in  this  offering  of 
early  Barber  Proof  quarters,  the  nicest  we  have  seen  in  a long,  long 
time.

175  1859  Choice  Proof-65.  The  tiniest  of  tiny  marks  near  the  13th  star 
keeps  us  from  calling  this  a Gem  Proof-67,  but  you  may  believe  that  it 
indeed  merits  the  higher  listing. 

The  toning  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  is  a mixture  of  light  gold, 
gunmetal  blue  and  intermediate  hues.  A superb  specimen  of  a coin 
which  in  this  state  of  preservation  is  exceedingly  rare.  Probably  200  or 
300  were  originally  issued  (we  question  the  Guide  Boole  statement  that 
800  were  made;  at  least,  if  this  many  were  made,  far  fewer  were 
distributed). 


176  1860  Select  Proof-63.  With  gold,  lilac,  and  gunmetal  blue  toning  on 
obverse  and  reverse.  A beautiful  specimen  of  this  early  Liberty  seated 
Proof  issue. 


177  1861  Choice  Proof-65.  The  obverse  is  largely  brilliant  with  light 
brown  and  gunmetal  blue  toning  near  the  top.  The  reverse  is  virtually 
the  twin  of  the  obverse,  toning  wise,  except  that  the  toning  is  near  the 
bottom.  A remarkable  specimen. 


178  1863  Choice  Proof-65.  The  obverse  is  toned  a light  mottled  gray  with 
gunmetal  blue  and  gold  around  the  border.  There  is  a trivial  carbon 
fleck  near  the  date.  The  reverse  is  brilliant  with  mottled  magenta  and 
gunmetal  blue  toning.  Struck  during  the  Civil  War  time  when  Proof 
coins  could  not  be  obtained  at  the  normal  cost  from  the  mint  if  the 
payment  were  to  be  made  in  paper  money;  only  payment  in  other 
silver  or  gold  coins  made  possible  purchases  at  the  regular  issue  price. 
Otherwise  a strong  premium,  amounting  at  one  time  to  over  twice  the 
normal  evaluation,  had  to  be  paid  if  the  sets  were  purchased  with 
greenbacks. 


179  1865  Gem  Proof-67.  A superb  coin  with  mottled  magenta  and 
gunmetal  blue  toning,  but  mostly  brilliant.  Last  year  of  the  style 
without  motto  on  reverse.  Only  500  Proofs  were  made,  and  we  doubt 
if  more  than  a couple  dozen  are  as  nice  as  this! 
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180  1873  Closed  3.  Choice  Proof-65.  With  microscopic  lint  mark  in  field. 
Light  golden  toning  toward  the  center,  changing  to  gunmetal  blue  at 
the  borders.  A beautiful  example. 


181  1873  Arrows  at  date.  Select  Proof-63.  This  piece  with  equal  justifica- 
tion probably  could  be  called  Choice  Proof-65,  but  because  there  are  a 
couple  of  microscopic  marks  in  the  field  we  conservatively  call  it 
Proof-63.  Examine  the  coin  before  bidding,  and  we  are  sure  you  will 
bid  generously! 

The  piece  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  we  have  seen  in  this  series. 
The  obverse  is  brilliant  at  the  centers,  changing  to  light  gold  around 
the  stars  and  date,  then  to  gunmetal  blue  at  the  rims.  The  reverse  is 
similarly  toned.  A highly  important  coin  in  strong  demand  for  inclu- 
sion in  type  sets. 


182  1877  Select  Proof-63.  A few  marks,  including  some  on  Liberty's  right 
arm,  keep  this  from  a higher  category.  The  obverse  field  is  mostly 
brilliant  with  iridescent  toning  near  the  upper  rim.  The  reverse  is  toned 
light  gray  changing  to  tinges  of  gold  and  gunmetal  blue  at  the  borders. 

1877,  with  a reported  mintage  of  just  510  pieces,  has  always  been 
considered  to  be  one  of  the  prize  coins  among  Liberty  seated  half 
dollars.  Indeed,  the  mintage  is  the  lowest  of  any  recorded  from  1860 
through  the  end  of  the  Liberty  seated  series! 


183  1879  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  nearly  fully  brilliant  with  just  a 
tinge  of  iridescence  at  the  upper  left  border.  The  reverse  is  magenta 
and  light  gunmetal  blue  A simply  superb  coin. 

Like  the  comparable  quarters  from  1879  onward  in  the  Liberty 
seated  series,  half  dollars  of  this  era  are  in  particular  demand  due  to  the 
low  mintage  of  the  accompanying  business  strikes,  a situation  which 


has  put  strong  price  and  demand  pressure  on  the  Proofs.  Ever  since  the 
writer  can  remember,  these  issues  have  sold  well  and  have  met  a wide 
and  ready  market. 

Today,  the  emphasis  in  the  market  place  is  more  on  type  coins  than 
on  dates,  with  the  result  that  mintages,  while  important,  are  not  as  im- 
portant as  earlier.  You  can  take  advantage  of  this  by  acquiring,  for  ex- 
ample, a half  dollar  in  1879-1890  range  for  little  more  than  you  would 
have  to  pay  for  a date  with  a much  higher  comparable  business  strike 
mintage. 

Just  an  idea  . . . You  may  wish  to  consider  acquiring  a "mini  set"  of 
Liberty  seated  half  dollars  comprising  just  the  scarcer  dates.  The  same 
thing  could  be  done,  of  course  with  the  quarter  dollars  offered  in  the 
present  sale. 


184  1880  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  completely  brilliant,  just  as  the 
day  it  was  made,  with  light  iridescent  toning  on  the  rims.  The  reverse  is 
a mixture  of  lilac  and  light  gunmetal  blue.  A simply  superb  coin. 


185  1881  Choice  Proof-65.  A visual  feast!  This  coin  is  brilliant  on  the 
obverse  with  iridescent  toning  at  the  borders.  The  reverse  is  a gorgeous 
mixture  of  light  gold,  magenta,  and  gunmetal  blue.  Another  outstand- 
ing piece. 


186  1882  Choice  Proof-65.  Another  superb  piece  — a coin  worth  looking 
at  just  to  experience  the  joy  of  something  remarkable.  The  obverse  is  a 
mixture  of  light  gold,  magenta,  and  gunmetal  blue.  The  reverse  is 
primarily  gunmetal  blue  with  a tinge  of  lilac  and  sea-green. 


187  1883  Select  Proof-63.  The  obverse  is  nearly  fully  brilliant  with  a tinge 
ot  toning  at  the  borders.  The  reverse  is  champagne  and  light  gunmetal 
blue.

Another  breathtakingly 
beautiful  half  dollar. 


190  1886  Gem  Proof-67.  A superb  coin  toned  virtually  to  match  the 
preceding.

191  1887  Choice  Proof-65.  Brilliant  at  the  centers,  both  obverse  and 
reverse,  changing  to  light  gray  and  sea-green  at  the  borders.  Beautiful! 


194  1890  Gem  Proof-67.  Brilliant  changing  to  light  gray  with  a hint  of 
blue.  Obverse  and  reverse  are  evenly  matched.  Last  of  the  low-mintage 
business  strike  era.  A superb  coin. 


195  1891  Choice  Proof-65  but  with  a planchet  streak  in  the  field  extending 
through  the  12th  star.  Brilliant  toning  to  light  gray,  gold,  and  gunmetal 
blue.  Last  of  the  Liberty  seated  half  dollars. 


196  1892  Gem  Proof-67.  Brilliant  surfaces  toning  at  the  borders  to  lilac.  A 
superb  specimen  of  the  first  year  of  the  Barber  half  dollar  design.

Note:  As  the  size  of  a coin  denomination  increases,  the  chances  it  will  become 
damaged  likewise  increase  — for  the  piece  is  heavier,  has  a larger  surface  area,  and 
so  on.  So,  while  Proof-05  and  Proof-07  Liberhi  seated  half  dimes,  silver  3-cent 
pieces,  and, other  smaller  issues  are  indeed  rare  and  desirable,  large  denominations 
such  as  the  half  dollars  offered  here,  the  silver  dollars,  and  trade  dollars  are  even 
rarer  proporHonally. 


198  1894  Choice  Proof-65.  Brilliant  changing  to  gold  and  gunmetal  blue. 
Another  outstanding  Barber  half  dollar. 


199  1895  Gem  Proof-67.  Another  piece  toned  so  beautifully  that  it  would 
make  a nice  exhibit  in  an  art  gallery!  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  lilac 
toward  the  center  changing  to  light  gunmetal  blue  at  the  border.  A 
pristine  "virgin"  coin  of  a quality  so  elusive  that  probably  not  more 
than  one  or  two  comparable  examples  appear  on  the  market  each 
year  — and  even  this  estimate  may  be  on  the  high  side. 


201  1897  Gem  Proof-67.  Mostly  brilliant  changing  at  the  border  to  mot- 
tled light  gold  and  magenta.  Still  another  superb  piece.  The  word  superb 
tends  to  lose  its  meaning  among  so  many  outstanding  pieces  — quite 
like  visiting  the  Rembrandt  Room  on  the  first  floor  of  the  National  Art 
Gallery  in  Washington,  D.C. 


202  1898  Gem  Proof-67.  Here  is  another  piece  which  would  probably  win 
first  prize  in  an  art  contest.  The  obverse  is  a veritable  rainbow  of  light 
toning.  The  reverse  is  a beautiful  heather  hue.  Superb! 


203  1900  Gem  Proof-67.  The  obverse  is  toned  a mottled  lilac,  light  magen- 
ta, and  gold.  The  reverse  is  heather  and  light  sea-green.  Still  another 
superb  coin  — and  a fitting  end  to  the  Hetrich  Collection  of  Proof  half 
dollars. 


200  1896  Gem  Proof-67  but  with  a tiny  planchet  chip  on  the  neck  caused 
during  the  minting  process.  Brilliant  surfaces  with  light  gray  and 
golden  toning.  A superb  and  stunningly  beautiful  coin  except  for  the 
minting  defect  mentioned.

204  1842  Specimen  striking.  Choice  prooflike  Uncirculated,  MS-65. 

With  virtually  full  Proof  surface  on  obverse  and  reverse,  including  the 
all-important  area  within  the  shield  stripes.  However,  there  is  a tiny 
element  of  "frost"  and  the  appearance  to  the  writer  suggests  more  a 
business  strike  than  a Proof.  The  coin  does,  however,  meet  Breen's 
criteria  for  a Proof  coin,  including  the  characteristics  of  the  "reverse  of 
1842-1852." 

It  is  the  writer's  belief  that  the  piece  was  indeed  struck  from  Proof 
dies,  but  perhaps  not  using  a Proof  press  or  in  any  event  not  using  a 
specially-prepared  planchet.  Still  it  is  a rather  "special"  piece  and  may 
have  been  made  for  some  type  of  presentation.  Probably  most 
cataloguers  would  call  it  a full  Proof. 

This  discussion  is  perhaps  academic,  for  the  coin  is  superb  in  ap- 
pearance and  certainly  ranks  as  one  of  the  finest  1842  dollars  in  ex- 
istence. Breen  notes  that  10  Proofs  are  known.  Not  that  many  proof- 
like Uncirculated  examples  of  the  quality  offered  here  are  known,  so  if 
you  consider  it  to  be  Uncirculated  then  it  is  rarer  than  a Proof.  If  you 
consider  it  to  be  a Proof,  then  this  makes  no.  11.  Either  way,  the  coin  is 
superb! 


206  1860  Select  Proof-63.  Brilliant  areas  changing  to  light  gold,  magenta, 
and  at  the  extreme  border  gunmetal  blue.  Early  dollars  in  this  preserva- 
tion are  very  difficult  to  locate. 


207  1861  Choice  Proof-65.  Another  beautiful  early  dollar.  Brilliant  sur- 
faces changing  to  light  gold  and  gunmetal  blue.  Superb! 


205  1859  Choice  Proof-65.  Beautiful  gold,  magenta,  and  gunmetal  blue 
toning  on  obverse  and  reverse.  A superb  specimen  of  this  very  rare  ear- 
ly Proof  issue. 


208  1863  Choice  Proof-65.  Lignt  gold  and  iridescent  toning  on  the 
obverse.  Lilac,  gold,  and  gunmetal  blue  toning  on  the  reverse.  Ex- 
ceedingly elusive  in  this  high  state  of  preservation.

Last  of  the  Liberty  seated  dollars. 


212  1879  Gem  Proof-67.  A superb  example  of  this  Morgan  dollar  date. 
We  cannot  find  "any"  problem  with  it  at  all  — so  you  may  wish  to  call 
it  Proof-70!  The  survival  of  such  a large  and  heavy  coin  in  this  condi- 
tion is  a rare  occurrence.  More  on  the  subject  of  Morgan  dollar  sur- 
vival in  the  footnote  to  the  present  lot  . . . 

The  obverse  is  brilliant  at  the  center  changing  to  magenta  and  then 
to  gunmetal  blue.  The  reverse  is  primarily  gold  and  magenta  at  the 
center  and  gunmetal  blue  at  the  borders.  A thrilling  coin  to  behold. 
Beautiful! 

Note:  For  several  reasons  Proof  Morgan  dollars  are  rarer  than  their  ahead}/  low 
mintages  would  tndicate: 

1 . I hese  large  and  heavy  coins,  with  a large  surface  area,  were  readily  damaged. 
rims,  it  was  easier  for  a dollar  to  fall  victim  to  various  hazards  than  it  was  for  u 
smaller  denomination.  The  number  of  Proofs  in  higher  categories,  Proof-05  or 
Proof-o7.  is  much,  much  less  for  Morgan  dollars  than  it  is  for  lower  denominations 
of  the  same  years. 

2.  For  many  years  Morgan  dollars  were  not  popular  with  collectors.  When  the 
design  was  first  released  in  (8  78  it  was  widely  criticized  by  the  numismatic  press. 
Many  of  the  dollars  were  simply  taken  from  Proof  sets  and  "spent. " It  was  not  until 
well  into  the  20th  century  that  Proofs  had  a significant  premium  value  to  collectors. 

1.  Further  on  the  subject  of  spending,  the  face  value  of  a dollar  had  considerable 
purchasing  power  in  the  1870s  and  1880s.  so  it  was  a temptation  to  put  into  circula- 
tion such  pieces  during  limes  of  need,  espeiially  when  the  pieces  were  not  particularly 
popular  with  collectors  to  begin  with,  (as  noted  above). 

These  and  other  factors  combine  to  make  Proofs,  especially  Choice  Proofs  and 
Gem  Proofs,  very  elusive  today  Fite  present  offering  is  exceedingly  remarkable. 


213  1880  Gem  Proof-67.  A breathtaking,  spectacular,  marvelous  coin.  We 
have  never  seen  a finer  Morgan  dollar  of  any  date!  If  a regular  Morgan 
dollar  is  worth  a given  amount  in  Choice  Proof  grade,  a coin  such  as 
this  should  be  worth  two  or  three  times  that  amount!  Of  course,  it 
probably  won't  bring  it  at  auction  — but  the  true  connoisseur  will 
recognize  that  quality  such  as  this  is  so  elusive  that  often  a period  of 
one  or  two  years  will  elapse  between  offerings.  If  you  are  at  all 
oriented  towards  quality,  check  very,  very  carefully  the  spectacular 
Proof  Morgan  dollars  in  the  present  section.  It  will  probably  be  a long, 
long  time  before  you  have  another  opportunity.  Added  to  the  attrac- 
tiveness of  the  situation  is  the  present  market  — coins  can  be  pur- 
chased for  less  today  than  they  could  have  been  purchased  for  two  or 
three  years  ago.  Now  is  a much  better  time  to  buy,  comparatively 
speaking.

228  1895  Gem  Proof-67.  A breathtakingly  superb  specimen  with  brilliant 
surfaces  changing  to  heather,  lilac,  and  light  gunmetal  blue.  We  have 
never  seen  or  heard  of  a finer  example  of  this,  the  most  famous  of 
all  Morgan  dollars! 

The  1895  Proof  dollar  is,  of  course,  a legend  in  American 
numismatics.  It  represents  the  only  way  to  acquire  a specimen  of  the 
1895  Philadelphia  issue.  Mint  records  reveal  that  880  Proofs  plus 
12,000  business  strikes  were  minted.  However,  without  exception 
every  example  seen  by  the  writer  or  reliably  reported  elsewhere  has 
turned  out  to  be  either  a Proof  or  an  impaired  Proof.  Worn  specimens 
are  Proofs  which  were  spent  years  ago. 

Although  no  one  will  ever  know  for  sure  what  happened,  apparent- 
ly the  12,000  business  strikes,  representing  just  12  bags  of  dollars,  were 
melted  in  later  years,  probably  under  the  provisions  of  the  1918  Pitt- 
man Act  which  saw  the  destruction  of  270,232,722  dollars  of  earlier 
dates.  When  the  great  treasury  releases  occurred  in  1962  there  were  no 
examples  of  the  1895  business  strikes  to  be  found. 


This  leaves  a total  original  population  of  just  880  Proofs  to  choose 
from.  Of  the  880  Proofs  it  is  probable  to  estimate  that  300  or  so  have 
been  lost,  destroyed,  damaged,  or  have  met  other  fates,  leaving  a 
population  estimated  at  500  in  the  hands  of  collectors.  Of  these  500, 
many  are  impaired.  We  believe  it  accurate  to  say  that  fewer  than  two 
or  three  dozen  specimens  exist  today  in  condition  equal  to  that  of- 
fered here. 

Any  1895  dollar  is  a remarkable  coin  and  is  worthy  of  close  atten- 
tion. A Choice  Proof  1895  dollar  would  be  even  more  remarkable  and 
would  represent  a major  numismatic  occasion.  A Gem  Proof  such  as 
offered  here  is  a connoisseur's  dream  come  true  — an  occasion  so 
unusual  that  probably  several  years  or  more  traditionally  elapse  be- 
tween offerings. 

If  Morgan  dollars  from  1878  through  1921  are  your  specialty  and  if 
you  want  the  "rarest  of  the  rare"  in  the  finest  possible  condition,  then 
do  not  hesitate  on  this  one!  It  is  a gem  in  every  sense  of  the  word!

First  year  of  the  half  cent  denomination, 
and  the  only  year  of  the  design  type  with  Liberty  cap  and  pole  facing 
left.  Believed  to  have  been  designed  by  Adam  Eckfeldt.  Deep  gray  sur- 
faces with  some  light  porosity.  Sharply  struck,  well  centered,  and 
strong  in  all  areas. 

In  great  demand  as  a type  coin  as  well  as  an  important  date. 


242  1793  Fine-12.  C-3,  Attractive  medium  gray  surfaces.  A glass  reveals  a 
tiny  lamination  mark  on  the  obverse.  A candidate  for  a type  set.

Large  Cents 


During  his  collecting  career  Dr.  George  Hetrich  must  have 
been  fascinated  by  early  large  cents,  for  in  an  era  in  which 
most  pieces  were  not  attributed  to  die  varieties  he  assembled 
a wide  number  of  interesting  variations.  In  the  intervening 
decades  many  of  these  have  become  highly  sought  after,  par- 
ticularly the  1793  issues  of  which  the  following  listing  con- 
tains many. 

Early  copper  cents  have  long  been  favorites  with  collec- 
tors. Indeed,  a club,  the  Early  American  Coppers,  publishers 
of  the  newsletter  Penny-Wise,  devotes  its  main  focus  to  copper 
American  cents  of  the  1793-1857  period. 

Years  ago  Dr.  William  H.  Sheldon  wrote  of  the  appeal  of 
these  issues; 

"Generations  of  Americans  have  maintained  a curious  af- 
fection for  the  pennies'  of  the  early  years  of  the  country. 
This  affection  for  the  early  coppers  has  not  as  a rule  been  par- 
ticularly associated  with  any  general  interest  in  numismatics, 
or  with  hobbies,  or  with  the  disease  of  collecting  things. 

"It  seems  to  be,  rather,  that  the  old  pennies  are  intimately 
associated  with  family  traditions  and  with  the  memories  of 
grandparents  and  the  like.  Throughout  the  19th  century  an 
American  home  without  a box  or  bag  of  the  old  coppers, 
secreted  somewhere  about  the  house,  was  something  of  a 
rarity.  More  recently,  there  have  been  many  famous  collec- 


tions of  these  pieces  and  much  interest  in  the  relative  rarities 
of  the  different  varieties  . . . 

"One  of  the  remarkable  features  of  American  life  has  been 
this  sustained  and  almost  universal  affection  shown  for  the 
humble  copper  cent.  When  the  Mint  started  operations  in 
1793,  cents  were  the  first  United  States  coin  struck  for  cir- 
culation . . . No  other  coin  was  issued  with  comparable 
regularity  during  the  early  years  of  the  nation,  but  it  is 
necessary  to  look  beyond  the  mere  occurrence  of  dates  to  ac- 
count for  the  traditional  vogue  and  charm  of  the  'old 
coppers.'  " 

Dr.  Sheldon  went  on  to  say  that  several  factors  contributed 
to  the  charm  of  the  pieces: 

"First,  a relatively  great  number  of  cents  found  their  way 
into  circulation.  Almost  everybody  could  afford  to  keep  a 
few,  especially,  bright  new  ones.  Being  too  big  to  swallow, 
they  were  safe  as  well  as  frugal  gifts  for  infants  and  young 
children,  and  so  they  have  been  among  the  first  familiar 
memories  of  childhood.  Hundreds  of  thousands  of  them  have 
been  hidden  away  and  forgotten,  to  be  rediscovered  and 
resurrected  by  rummaging  offspring  or  descendants.  Even 
now,  occasional  new  discoveries  of  early  cents  enter  the 
arteries  of  numismatic  distribution  . . . Early  coppers  have 
long  been  looked  upon  by  coin  dealers  as  the  bellwethers  of 
the  market,  and  for  a century  and  a half  now  they  have  been 
the  backbone  of  American  numismatics.  They  are  less  in- 
fluenced by  depressions  and  booms  than  are  other  coins,  are 
less  subject  to  speculative  buying,  and  in  the  lower  grades  of 
condition,  at  least,  can  be  obtained  in  decent  numbers  by 
people  of  slender  means  . . . 

"Second,  the  early  coppers  are  rich  in  die  varieties,  cracked 
dies,  imperfect  and  unusual  planchets,  misstruck  coins,  and 
other  minor  variations.  If  one  possesses  even  a rudimentary 
flair  for  classification,  these  coins  present  a challenge  which 
easily  becomes  a fascination  ...  In  the  early  days  at  the  Mint 
the  dies  were  all  cut  by  hand,  and  a good  deal  of  the  per- 
sonality of  the  diecutter  was  likely  to  find  its  way  into  the 
new  die  . . . 

"Third,  old  copper,  like  beauty,  appears  to  possess  a certain 
intrinsic  quality  or  charm  which  for  many  people  is  irresisti- 
ble. An  experienced  dealer  in  American  numismatic  materials 
recently  wrote  as  follows:  'Sooner  or  later,  if  a collector  stays

272  1795  Chain  AMERI.  cent.  Sheldon- 1 . Very  Fine-20  overall.  The 
obverse  and  reverse  are  lightly  porous,  but  not  in  an  adverse  way.  The 
overall  aspect  of  the  obverse  is  one  of  excellent  sharpness  and  detail  for 
the  variety  (which  was  engraved  in  low  relief  to  begin  with).  A small 
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line  extending  from  behind  the  eye  down  to  near  the  junction  of  the 
neck  with  the  hair,  a feature  visible  only  under  magnification,  and  a 
tiny  depression  in  the  field  in  front  of  the  neck  point  serves  to  identify 
this  coin  for  future  reference.  The  reverse  is  exceedingly  sharp  in  all 
details.  Devoid  of  the  edge  knocks  which  are  often  seen  on  this  issue. 
All  in  all,  a very  pleasing  example  of  the  most  famous  cent  of  this  year. 

The  S-l,  the  very  first  American  cent  struck,  is  particularly  impor- 
tant due  to  the  unique  reverse  inscription.  The  engraver,  fearful  that 
the  word  AMERICA  would  not  fit  on  the  die,  shortened  it  to  AMER1., 
thus  isolating  this  as  the  only  cent  with  this  curious  abbreviation. 


273  1793  Chain  AMERICA.  S-3.  The  Leaning  R variety.  Very  Fine-20  from 
the  standpoint  of  sharpness,  but  with  dark  surfaces  showing  old  porosi- 
ty and  planchet  flaking. 


274  1793  Chain  AMERICA.  S-4.  The  Periods  Variety.  This  piece  would  be  a 
good  subject  for  a half  hour  of  grading  discussion!  From  the  standpoint 
of  sharpness  it  is  easily  Fine-12,  but  from  the  standpoint  of  value  it 
probably  would  bring  what  a Good-4  piece  would  fetch.  The  obverse 
and  reverse  show  extensive  signs  of  corrosion  and  flaking.  On  the 
obverse  the  word  LIBERTY  and  the  date  are  visible  as  is  much  of  the 
bottom  part  of  the  head  of  Ms.  Liberty.  However,  heavy  corrosion 
completely  obscures  the  main  features  of  Ms.  Liberty.  On  the  reverse 
the  chain  motif  is  fairly  intact  as  are  the  letters  within  it.  The  inscrip- 
tion around  the  periphery  is  intermittently  visible.  A piece  which 
probably  should  be  examined  in  person  prior  to  bidding. 


1793  S-5  Wreath  Cent 


275  1793  Wreath.  Vines  and  bars  edge.  S-5. 

A sharply  struck  Choice  VF-30  example  with  dark  and  lightly 
porous  surfaces.  A tiny  edge  bump  above  L of  LIBERTY  serves  to  iden- 
tify the  piece.  Pleasing  overall  and  worthy  of  a good  bid. 


276  1793  Wreath.  Vines  and  bars  on  the  edge.  S-6.  VG-8  obverse.  Fine- 12 
reverse.  Some  light  porosity  and  scattered  marks,  but  all  details  are  fair- 
ly sharp.  Medium  gray  surfaces. 

Note:  One  can  speculate  that  Dr.  Hetrick  collected  these  by  die  varieties  using  the 
designations  proposed  by  Sylvester  5.  Crosby.

A deep  gray  Extremely  Fine-40  cent 
with  "orange  peel"  surfaces  — irregular  under  magnification,  but  not 
porous.  Sharply  struck  with  all  details  well  defined.  Very  attractive.

Fine-12  obverse;  Very  Fine-20  reverse.  Medium  to  dark  brown  col- 
oration. Finely  granular  surfaces,  particularly  on  the  obverse.

My  father  used  to  call  it  the  Apple  Cheek 
variety."  Dr.  Edward  Maris  named  it  the  Scarred  Head  issue  because  of 
what  Dr.  Sheldon  describes  as  an  "ear-shaped  depression  or  'scar'  in  the 
hair  below  the  ear  at  the  back  of  the  neck."  With  a small  obverse  die 
break  as  described  by  Sheldon. 

A very  pleasing  coin,  for  want  of  a better  word.  Certainly  deserving 
of  a strong  bid!

281  1794  S-22.  Sheldon's  Beni  Hair  Lock  variety,  called  by  Maris  the  Large 
Planchel  variety. 

The  obverse  is  Choice  VF-30  and  is  medium  brown  in  coloration, 
without  any  defects.  The  reverse,  engraved  in  lower  relief  to  begin 
with,  is  Fine-15  and  is  of  medium  brown  coloration  with  areas  of  red. 

Note:  The  cents  of  1794,  perhaps  more  Ilian  those  of  any  oilier  dale,  have  long 
fascinated  numismatists.  Dr.  Edward  Maris,  a Philadelphia  physician  wlw  collected 
copper  coins  of  New  Jersey,  American  large  cents,  and  many  other  things,  published 
in  I8b9  a brochure  entitled  The  Cents  of  1794,  which  described  and  assigned 
names  to  39  varieties.  Later  he  identified  additional  varieties  eventually  comprising  a 
total  of  52.  Later,  others  were  to  increase  the  number  to  close  to  the  bO  mark. 

Maris,  drawing  upon  his  knowledge  of  physiognomy  and  also  his  acquaintance 
with  Latin  devised  names  to  describe  the  various  issues,  names  which  were  subse- 
quently used  by  Dr.  Sheldon  and  which  today  impart  a certain  flavor  to  the  series. 
Among  his  designations  were  the  Amiable  Face,  Roman  Plica,  Venus 
Marina,  Ornate,  Double  Chin,  Diana,  Patagonian,  Young  Plead,  Co- 
quette, and  others.  It  is  a shame  that  Dr.  Mans  did  not  extend  his  nomenclature  to 
include  early  coins  of  other  denominations,  for  that  would  have  made  them  all  the 
more  interesting  today! 

Adding  to  the  appeal  of  the  1 794  cents  is  their  origin  in  an  era  in  which  dies  were 
still  hand  cut,  resulting  in  differences  in  the  central  motif,  wreath,  and  other  features 
which  in  later  years  became  stereotyped. 

The  following  offering  of  I 794  cents  should  be  of  particular  interest  to  specialists 
in  the  series,  not  because  the  offering  contains  Mint  Stale  examples,  which  it  doesn  't, 
but  because  the  coins  themselves,  covering  a wide  variehi  of  grades,  are  "fresh  faces" 
and  have  not  been  on  the  market  since  the  last  centuiy. 

While  we  have  endeavored  to  assign  numerical  grades  to  each,  the  differences  in 
striking,  surface  porosity,  and  other  characteristics  present  dangerous  hazards  to  any 
scientific  attempt  at  numerology.  The  best  advice  is,  of  course,  “bid  what  it  is  worth  to 
yon  — and  in  this  vein  we  recommend  that  specialists  examine  the  pieces  in  person 
before  doing  so. 


Attractive  1794  S-24  Cent

282  1794  S-24  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Not  a Condition  Census  coin, 
but  still  an  exceedingly  attractive  example  of  this  variety.  The  obverse

283  1794  S-25.  A rare  variety  in  the  higher  grades. 

Easily  Choice  Very  Fine-30,  and  as  such  within  the  Condition  Cen- 
sus. The  piece  is  quite  sharp  and  has  some  claims  to  Extremely  Fine-40. 
Dr.  Sheldon  notes  that  this  variety  is  particularly  difficult  to  find  in 
nicer  grades. 

The  obverse  and  reverse  are  a medium  light  brown  coloration  with 
hints  of  iridescence,  especially  when  held  at  an  angle  to  the  light.  There 
are  some  very  fine  ancient  lines  on  the  obverse  which  can  be  seen 
under  magnification  but  which  are  not  readily  discernible  to  the  un- 
aided eye.  All  in  all,  the  coin  presents  a very  pleasing  aspect.  A prize 
item  for  the  1794  specialist! 


284  1794  S-28.  Called  the  Ornate  variety  by  Maris.  Dr.  Sheldon  notes  that 
"the  cheek  is  full,  exuberant-looking." 

The  obverse  is  Choice  VF-30  but  with  porosity  and  scaling.  The 
reverse  is  similar  but  not  as  sharp  due  to  the  original  lower  relief  of  the 
die.  Probably  worth  what  a Fine- 12  or  VF-20  might  bring. 


285  1794  S-28.  Duplicate.  The  obverse  Fine- 1 2 to  VF-20  with  an  edge 
bump  at  the  4 o'clock  position.  The  reverse  is  indistinct  in  areas  and  is 
About  Good-3. 

Note:  As  a com  cannot  receive  differing  degrees  of  wear  on  each  side,  differences 
m grading  as  preceding  are  explained  by  differences  in  the  original  relief  of  the  dies, 
the  height  o I a protective  rim,  and  sliding  considerations.  Both  sides  have  received  an 
equal  amount  ot  wear,  but  the  wem  has  more  severely  atteded  one  side  than  the 
other.

286  1794  S-30.  Called  by  Maris  the  Amiable  Fine  variety.  Dr.  Sheldon  notes 
that  "the  hair  is  luxuriant,  and  the  cheeks  are  full  . . . Miss  Liberty 
seems  to  smile." 

Fine- 12  to  VF-20,  but  with  the  obverse  strengthened  by  retooling 
decades  ago.  The  obverse  is  light  brown,  the  reverse  is  dark  to  medium 
brown.  Some  porosity  occurs  at  the  lower  right  quadrant  of  the 
reverse.  All  in  all,  a pleasing  piece  so  far  as  appearance  is  concerned. 


287  1794  S-31.  Called  by  Maris  the  Marred  Field  variety.  Choice  Very 
Fine-30.  Not  a member  of  the  Condition  Census,  but  sufficiently  at- 
tractive that  it  should  find  a home  either  in  a specialized  1794  cent  col- 
lection, or  more  probably,  considering  today's  market,  in  a type  coin 
collection. 


290  1794  S-58.  Designated  the  Many  Haired  variety  by  Maris,  due  to  the 
richness  of  the  hair  strands.  Choice  Very  Fine-30  from  the  standpoint 
of  wear,  and  thus  a Condition  Census  item,  but  with  several  small  sur- 
face marks  and  digs.  And,  on  the  reverse,  a prominent  rim  nick  above 
the  first  S of  STATES  and  edge  irregularities  at  the  bottom  border. 
Golden  color  mingled  with  deep  gray. 

291  1794  S-59.  Obverse  from  the  Many  Haired  die  as  preceding.  Very 
Good-8.  Porous  and  with  some  areas  indistinct.

292  1794  S-63.  The  famous  Fallen  4 variety,  so-called  because  the  last  digit 
of  the  date  is  sharply  out  of  line  with  the  others.  Clapp  called  this  the 
Drunken  Diecutler's  obverse. 

The  present  piece  is  a sharply-struck,  well-defined  AU-SO  example 
without  any  defects  or  problems.  Medium  brown  glossy  surfaces.  A 
superb  coin  which  easily  reaches  the  Condition  Census.  Of  special  im- 
portance as  one  of  the  most  famous  varieties  of  this  year. 


288  1794  S-44.  The  obverse  was  designated  by  Maris  as  the  Short  Bust  varie- 
ty. Very  Fine-20  from  the  standpoint  of  wear,  but  with  finely  porous 
surfaces  and  with  medium  dark  coloration. 


289  1794  S-54.  Maris'  Crooked  7 variety.  Fine-12  obverse,  VG-8  reverse,  but 
with  numerous  rim  nicks  and  marks,  with  a prominent  indentation  at  2 
o'clock  on  the  obverse  border. 


293  1794  S-65.  Maris'  Shielded  Hair  obverse. 

Choice  Extremely  Fine-45  but  with  light  porosity  on  obverse  and 
reverse.  A Condition  Census  item  if  the  numerical  grade  alone,  or  at 
least  our  interpretation  of  it,  is  to  be  considered,  but  probably  the 
porosity,  of  unknown  numerical  effect,  would  relegate  it  to  just  below 
the  Condition  Census  if  it  were  compared  side-by-side  to  the  Extreme- 
ly Fine-40  coin  mentioned  as  part  of  that  elite  group. 


294  1794  S-65.  Duplicate  of  preceding.  Choice  Very  Fine-30  obverse  but 
with  numeral  9 in  the  date  weakly  impressed.  Reverse  is  Very  Fine-20. 
Medium  brown  to  gray  surfaces.  A few  scattered  marks,  including  a 
line  on  the  cheek  and  two  parallel  lines  on  the  neck.

305  1796  S-81.  Liberty  Cap.  VG-8.  Would  be  called  a Fine-12  or  even  bet- 
ter were  it  not  for  the  deep  gray  and  quite  porous  surfaces. 

306  1796  S-83.  Liberty  Cap.  Rare  variety.  Fair-2.  Date  numerals,  outline  of 
Ms.  Liberty,  and  word  LIBERTY  visible  on  the  obverse,  but  otherwise 
worn  nearly  smooth.  The  reverse  is  smooth.  With  so  many  Gem 
Proofs  earlier  in  the  catalog,  it  is  perhaps  only  right  that  we  offer  in  a 
separate  light  a coin  in  just  Fair  grade.  In  any  event,  for  the  large  cent 
specialist  this  represents  the  opportunity  to  acquire  an  inexpensive 
space  filler. 

307  1796  S-87.  Liberty  Cap  type  as  preceding.  Fine- 12.  Medium  brown  sur- 
faces. 

308  1796  S-89.  Liberty  Cap.  VF-20  but  with  corrosion  in  areas.  The  corro- 
sion seems  to  be  in  relief  on  the  surface,  rather  than  pitting,  so  perhaps 
some  clever  person  can  judiciously  remove  the  corrosion  thus  sharply 
upgrading  the  value  of  the  piece.  Otherwise  it  is  quite  nice. 


298  1794  S-7I.  Choice  Very  Fine-30.  Lightly  porous  rust-brown  surfaces. 

299  1 794  S-72.  The  Exact  Head  of  1 70S,  Fine- 12  to  VF-20.  Some  porosity  and 
some  faint  lines,  long  since  masked  by  toning.

309  1796  S-103.  Draped  Bust  style.  Variety  with  LIHERTY  spelling  on 
obverse.  The  B was  first  cut  backwards  and  then  corrected,  with  the 
result  that  the  two  verticals  are  prominent,  making  the  letter  look  like 
an  H.  Fine- 12  if  not  slightly  better,  but  with  dark  porous  surfaces.  Still, 
an  acceptable  specimen  of  this  very  rare  (R-6)  variety  for  which  the 
Condition  Census  dips  to  the  Fine- 15  level. 


301  Pair  of  1795  cents:  (I)  S-75.  Good-4:  (2)  S-76d.  About  Good-3.  (Total:  2 
pieces) 


302  1 795  S-76b.  Plain  edge.  ONE  CENT  high  in  wreath.  Extremely  Fine-40. 
Reddish-brown  surfaces.  A pleasing  example  of  this  popular  variety. 
Ideal  for  a type  set! 

303  1795  S-77.  Plain  edge.  ONE  CENT  centered  in  wreath.  Very  Fine-20, 
but  with  weak  points  on  the  reverse  (due  to  die  swelling,  as  made,  to 
the  left  and  right  in  the  field)  and  with  edge  bump  at  11  o'clock  on 
reverse.  Light  brown  surfaces. 


304  1795  S-78.  Choice  Very  Fine- 30.  Medium  brown  planchet.  A couple

The  surfaces  are  pleasing  lustrous  chocolate-brown.  The  Condition

Census  item  or  quite  close  to  it. 


327  1803  S-252.  Choice  VF-30.  Especially  sharp  hair  detail.

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Rare  1804  Cent 


329  1804  S-266.  Perfect  dies  without  breaks.  Choice  Very  Fine-30  but  with 
finely  porous  surfaces  on  obverse  and  reverse.  A sharp  and  very 
desirable  specimen  of  this,  the  most  desired  19th-century  large  cent 
date.

Famous  1856  Flying  Eagle  Cent 


389  1856  Flying  eagle.  Proof-60.  A few  minor  flecks  keep  this  from  a 
higher  grade.  Still,  it  is  sharply  struck  and  a very  nice  example  of  this, 
one  of  the  most  famous  of  all  19th-century  American  coins. 

As  the  years  of  the  1 9th  century  advanced  on  the  calendar,  the  large 
cent  was  increasingly  viewed  as  being  cumbersome  and  awkward  to 
use  in  commerce.  By  1849  a proposal  was  made  to  reduce  the  diameter 
of  the  cent,  making  up  the  difference  by  including  silver  so  that  the 
metallic  value  would  remain  the  same.  The  Mint  conducted  ex- 
periments in  this  direction,  but  they  did  not  meet  with  success.  Pieces 
with  perforated  centers,  in  the  style  of  oriental  coinage,  presented 
striking  problems  and  difficulties  in  ejecting  properly  from  the  die.

Pieces  made  with  alloy  mixed  with  silver  did  not  resemble  silver  and 
were  not  feasible,  as  when  the  pieces  would  have  been  redeemed  at  a 
later  date,  the  parting  of  the  silver  from  the  other  metals  would  have 
cost  more  than  the  silver  recovered. 

In  1854  the  Mint  experimented  with  reduced-diameter  copper  cents 
of  two  main  motifs,  one  a Braided  Hair  style  similar  to  that  used  on  the 
cents  (but  without  stars  as  there  was  not  space  for  them),  and  the  other 
a flying  eagle  design  with  the  stars.  Finally,  in  1856,  patterns  for  an  en- 
tirely new  type  of  cent  — a cent  reduced  sharply  in  diameter  and 
reduced  in  weight  to  just  72  grains  were  made.  The  design  used  was 
the  flying  eagle,  which  first  appeared  on  the  illustrious  silver  dollars 
made  by  Christian  Gobrecht  in  the  1836-1839  era,  and  later  used  with 
certain  pattern  issues  of  1854  and  1855. 

It  is  believed  that  approximately  600  original  1856  flying  eagle  cents 
were  made  in  Uncirculated  grade;  that  is,  the  surfaces  were  frosty  and 
were  not  Proofs.  These  were  distributed  to  congressmen,  senators, 
newspaper  editors,  and  others  of  influence  in  order  to  secure  passage 
and  approval  of  the  new  format  (which  occured  the  following  year 
with  the  coinage  law  of  1857).  Within  a couple  of  years  the  1856  fly- 
ing eagle  cent  had  become  a collectors'  item,  so  the  Mint  restruck 
many  hundreds  of  them,  probably  about  1,500  in  all,  in  Proof  grade. 
Thus,  the  total  original  mintage  is  believed  by  the  writer  to  be 
somewhere  in  the  2,000  range. 

Over  the  years  the  1856  flying  eagle  cent  has  captured  the  imagina- 
tion of  many,  with  the  late  John  Beck,  a Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania  col- 
lector assembling  531  of  them!  This  hoard  was  dispersed  during  the 
past  decade  when  his  estate  was  handled  by  Jerry  Cohen  and  Abner 
Kreisberg.  Interestingly,  the  dispersal  was  made  over  a period  of  time 
so  that  the  market  price  was  not  adversely  affected.  It  probably  would 
not  have  been  adversely  affected  anyway,  for  knowledge  of  the  hoard 
had  been  widely  printed  for  years  before. 

Today,  the  1856  flying  eagle  cent,  probably  the  most  famous  of  all 
small  American  cents,  is  highly  desired.  The  present  example  is  quite 
nice  and  is  deserving  of  good  bidding  attention.

The  Mint  experienced  difficulty  with  the  striking  of  the  regular 
copper-nickel  design,  primarily  because  the  head  of  the  eagle,  the 
highest  wing  tip,  and  the  tail  were  opposite  in  the  die  from  the  heavy 
"agricultural"  wreath  on  the  reverse.  The  metal  called  for  to  fill  the 
wreath  spaces  and,  opposite  on  the  die,  the  extremities  of  the  eagle  at 
the  same  time,  simply  was  too  great,  with  the  result  that  many 
specimens  showed  weakness  of  strike.  To  alleviate  this  the  Mint  pro- 
posed several  ideas,  including  reducing  the  size  of  the  eagle  sharply 
(several  patterns  were  made  with  this  format),  changing  the  reverse 
style  of  the  wreath  to  a shallower  design  (such  as  the  one  offered  here), 
and  so  on.

Walter  Breen,  in  his 
research  on  the  series,  could  account  for  only  12  specimens,  some  of 
which  may  have  been  duplicates. 

The  obverse  of  the  present  piece  is  mostly  brilliant  toning  to  light 
iridescent  gray.  The  reverse  is  light  gunmetal  blue. 

We  doubt  if  a finer  specimen  of  this  issue  survives.  Added  to  its 
desirability,  in  addition  to  the  rarity,  is  the  fact  that  this  is  of  the  type  II 
design  and,  as  such,  is  highly  prized  by  type  set  collectors.

A breathtak- 
ingly  superb  specimen  of  this,  one  of  the  most  highly  prized  of  all 
Liberty  seated  dimes. 

Mint  records  reveal  that  just  95,000  of  these  were  made.  Although 
this  mintage  figure  in  itself  is  one  of  the  lowest  of  the  period,  it  does 
not  tell  the  whole  story.  These  pieces,  when  made,  were  mostly 
melted,  for  their  metallic  or  intrinsic  value  was  higher  than  their  face 
value  at  the  time  (this  situation  caused  arrows  to  be  added  to  the  date 
of  later  1853  issues  and  the  weight  decreased).  Probably  only  a few 
thousand  1853  without  arrows  were  released  into  circulation. 

The  present  example  may  well  have  been  a specimen  coin  reserved 
for  assay  or  some  special  purpose,  so  perfect  is  its  appearance  A gem 
piece  with  a wisp  of  light  golden  toning.  We  have  never  seen  a finer 
example  and  doubt  if  one  could  exist,  even  in  theory.  Watch  this  one 
run  away  in  price.

The  Cupped  Bust  half  dollar  series,  which  extends  from  1807  through  1830, 
contains  hundreds  of  different  die  varieties.  Some  are  major  — such  as  overdates  and 
engraving  errors  — and  others  are  minor.  Most  have  one  thing  in  common:  Then 
arc  quite  inexpensive,  particularly  in  circulated  grades.  The  current  issue  of  A 
Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  prices  many  issues  in  the  S 25  to  S 50 
range  in  Fine  grade.  A Fine  coin  is  sufficiently  sharp  to  permit  identification  of  the 
various  die  features.  At  the  same  time,  such  a piece  costs  hut  a tiny  fraction  of  what 
an  MS-65  example  would  fetch. 

There  is  something  about  collecting  die  varieties  that  appeals  to  the  educated  mind. 
Dr.  Sheldon  touches  upon  this  in  his  book  (and  some  remarks  to  this  effect  are  quoted 
in  our  introduction  to  the  previous  large  cent  section).  For  the  half  dollar  collector 
there  exists  an  excellent  reference  book,  Early  Half  Dollar  Varieties  1794-1836, 
by  A I C.  Overton.  Some  varieties  can  be  identified  at  a glance.  Others  often  take  a 
number  of  minutes  or,  in  an  extreme  case,  a half  hour  or  more.  All  of  this  is 
challenging,  of  course  — something  like  doing  a double  crostic  puzzle! 

Looking  for  something  interesting,  relatively  inexpensive,  and  challenging?  Con- 
sider the  Capped  Bust  half  dollar  series.  Important  to  the  present  commentary,  the  of- 
fering here  suggests  many  interesting  bidding  opportunities  — all  unreserved  and  all 
ready  to  sell  to  the  highest  bidder.

Periodically  the  writer  receives  letters  asking  something  like  this:  "In  today's 
market  it  is  difficult  to  know  what  to  collect.  Prices  seem  high  in  many  areas.  What 
do  you  suggest?" 

Although  prices  are  high  in  many  areas,  prices  are  low  in  others.  And,  there  are 
still  many  interesting  opportunities.  For  example,  the  coin  offered  in  this  lot,  the 
1812  Extremely  Fine  Bust  type  half  dollar,  catalogs  just  $75  in  the  current  issue  of 
A Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins.  What  will  it  go  for?  $50?  $60?  $75? 
$90?  This,  of  course,  is  up  to  you.  However,  whatever  it  goes  for  the  price  certainly 
will  be  quite  inexpensive  in  comparison  to  many  other  issues  in  higher  grade.  For 
$7,500,  which  is  less  than  the  price  of  a particularly  nice  Uncirculated  I91v  Liber- 
ty Standing  quarter  (a  very  desirable  coin  in  its  own  right,  by  the  way),  you  can  ac- 
quire 1 00  different  varieties  of  early  Capped  Bust  type  half  dollars  in  Extremely  Fine 
grade  — using  the  Guide  Book  evaluation  as  a theoretical  price  (and  a talking  point 
in  this  instance),  With  these  hypothetical  pieces  you  can  have  a whole  week  of  fun 
studying  them,  examining  the  different  die  characteristics,  attributing  them  to  the 
Overton  book,  and  otherwise  enjoying  them.  The  "charm  " of  which  Dr.  Sheldon 
speaks  in  his  writing  about  the  large  cent  series  extends  to  many  other  early  American 
issues  as  well.  Each  coin  has  a personality,  so  to  speak. 

But,  along  with 
the  good  news  there  is  some  bad  news:  probably  a century  ago  some 
nincompoop  doodled  a few  minute  scratches  on  the  obverse  to  the 
right  of  the  date  — scratches  which  are  visible  under  hand  magnifica- 
tion.

Some  contact  marks  on  the  very  highest  part  of  the 
obverse,  but  this  is  explained,  in  our  opinion,  by  coin-to-coin  contact 
in  a bag,  not  by  actual  wear  in  circulation. 

As  Bust  type  half  dollar  collectors  know,  there  is  virtually  no  such 
thing  as  an  Uncirculated  coin  if  the  criterion  in  this  regard  is  no  friction  at 
all  on  the  higher  obverse  spots.  They  simply  don't  exist  for  all  practical 
purposes.  Really,  we  have  seen  a few,  but  very  few.  The  reason  for  this 
is  that  at  the  time  they  were  struck,  they  were  the  largest  circulating 
silver  coin  of  the  realm  (silver  dollar  coinage  having  been  suspended 
earlier).  Made  in  large  quantities,  half  dollars  of  this  style  were  shipped 
in  bags  from  bank  to  bank  where  they  served  for  large  transactions.  As 
little  thought  was  given  to  encasing  them  in  protective  holders  (indeed, 
such  things  didn't  exist),  contact  marks  were  inevitable. 

The  present  1809  is  a simply  gorgeous  coin,  and  probably  there  are 
those  who  would  call  it  MS-65.  No  matter  what  you  call  it  you  have  to 
agree  on  one  point:  it  is  a simply  splendid  example  of  this  date.

Delicate  light  golden  and  iridescent  toning  on  the  obverse. 


One  of  the  most  obvious  overdates  in  all  of 
American  numismatics.  Sharp  Extremely  Fine-40.  Not  rare  or  expen- 
sive, but  certainly  interesting.

Curl 
base  2.  Extremely  Fine-40.  Quite  scarce  and  very  desirable;  (3)  1823 
The  curiously-named  Ugly  3 variety.  Choice  VF-30  with  some  original 
mint  lustre  hidden  in  protected  areas.  (Total:  3 pieces) 

506  1818/7  Large  8 in  date.  AU-50.  One  of  the  sharpest  strikes  we  have 
ever  seen  for  a Capped  Bust  half  dollar  of  any  date.  Worth  a premium 
for  this  reason  alone!  And,  the  overdate  feature  is  unquestionably  in- 
teresting. 

507  Trio  of  half  dollars:  (1)  1818  Choice  VF-30;  (2)  1820  Square  base  2 
without  knob.  Large  date.  Choice  VF-30.  Dark  gray  toning  on  one  area 
of  the  obverse  (can  be  removed  if  desired);  (3)  1821  VF-20.  (Total:  3 
pieces) 

508  1819/8  Overdate.  Small  9 in  date.  AU-50.  Much  original  mint  lustre. 

Note:  It  does  not  hike  much  imagination  to  envision  Dr.  Hetrich  visiting  the 
Chatman  brothers  in  Philadelphia  and  pic  king  out  these  half  dollars  around  the  turn 
of  the  century  and  paying  65  cents  to  a dollar  or  two  each  for  them  — the  going  rate 
at  that  time.

Small  date.  Choice  VF-30.  1820  has  always  been  considered  to  be  one 
of  the  scarcer  dates  in  the  series;  (3)  1822  Choice  VF-30.

510  1820  Curl  base  2 without  knob.  Small  date.  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45. 
Much  original  mint  lustre.  Beautiful  light  iridescent  toning. 

511  1820  Square  base  2 without  knob.  Large  date.  Choice  EF-45  if  not 
finer.  Light  toning.  Examination  with  a glass  reveals  that  this  piece  was 
cleaned  with  an  abrasive,  probably  in  the  last  century.  Could  it  have 
possibly  been  from  the  famous  Economite  Treasure?  (You  might  enjoy 
reading  about  this  in  the  writer's  Coins  and  Collectors  book,  long  out  of 
print  but  available  by  mail  from  the  ANA  Library,  or  perhaps  from 
your  local  coin  club  library.) 

512  1821  AU-50,  prooflike.  Bright  on  obverse  and  reverse,  possibly 
"dipped"  by  some  family  member  in  recent  decades.  Quite  attractive 
overall  — and  an  exceptionally  sharp  strike. 

513  1822  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Much  original  lustre,  particularly  in 
the  protected  areas.  Iridescent  toning. 

514  1822  Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Beautiful  iridescent  toning  around  the 
borders.  Much  original  lustre  still  present. 

515  Group  of  half  dollars:  (1)  1823  broken  3.  Fine-12,  edge  bump  on 
obverse,  small  scratches  on  reverse;  (2)  1824  over  various  dates  (really 
curious  variety!)  VF-20;  (3)  1825  VF-20.  (Total:  3 pieces)

A scarce  variety  of  which  just  1,200  were  reported 
minted.  Extremely  Fine-40.  Tiny  edge  bump  on  obverse  near  eighth 
star  and  a few  trivial  lines  (visible  under  magnification).  Pleasing  light 
gray  toning.  Overall,  very  sharp  example  of  this  famous  coin. 

The  1836  reeded  edge  half  dollar  is  a pattern,  strictly  speaking,  for 
this  type  was  not  authorized  until  January  18,  1837.  However,  as  near- 
ly all  of  the  pieces  minted  were  placed  into  circulation  where  they 
served  as  currency,  they  have  been  adopted  into  the  regular  series.  The 
precisely  same  situation  is  true,  by  the  way,  of  the  1836  pattern 
Gobrecht  silver  dollar.

Last 
year  of  the  Draped  Bust  style.

Choice  Extremely  Fine-45.  Both  with  pleasing  light  toning.  (Total:  2

541  1843  Choice  About  Uncirculated-55.  Just  a hair's  breadth  away  from 
full  MS-60,  and  separated  from  this  grade  only  by  the  slightest  rubbing 
on  the  very  highest  spots  of  the  obverse.  The  fields  are  deeply  and  ful- 
ly frosty.  Pleasing  light  golden  and  iridescent  toning.  Sharply  struck.  A 
prize  specimen  in  every  regard,  and  worthy  of  a generous  bid  as  such. 

542  Pair  of  half  dollars:  (1)  1843-0;  (2)  1844.  Both  Choice  EF-45  and  both 
with  pleasing  light  toning.  (Total:  2 pieces) 


This  is  the  most  vivid  error  among  recut  dates  in  the  Liberty  seated 
half  dollar  series.  The  first  date  was  cut  far  too  high  and  well  into  the 
base  of  the  Liberty.  The  second  date  is  cut  in  the  correct  position. 
Several  writers  have  ascribed  this  to  James  B.  Longacre,  who  at  the 
time  was  viewed  as  an  incompetent  die  sinker.

Two  things  can  cause  an  absence  of  drapery:  First,  the  hub  die 
ivith  the  seated  figure  of  Libert y can  be  impressed  a lesser  distance  into  the  coining  die 
than  normal,  with  the  result  that  certain  features  near  the  field  and  in  shallow  relief 
are  omitted.  The  second  cause  is  dressing  or  resurfacing  the  die  once  coinage  has  com- 
menced: this  is  the  reason  for  most  no-drapery  issues,  including  1845-0  and

Probably  only  a half 
dozen  or  so  1739-B  coins  exist. 

Note:  The  background  on  the  1 738-0 4 billon  coinages  is  given  in  Breen's  article 
in  "Studies  on  Money  in  Early  America, " published  by  the  American  Numismatic 
Society  (New  York),  1 97  b.  Wr  quote  from  page  08:  "Lems  XV  issued  an  edict  at 
Fountainbleau  in  October  1738  authorizing  mintage  of  these  coins  from  all  of  the 
French  mints  then  in  operation,  without  any  limit  on  the  amount  to  be  coined. 
These  pieces  were  to  pass  current  at  24  and  1 2 deniers  in  Canada,  Louisiana,  and 
the  Caribbean  colonies — later  also  in  Mauritius.  They  were  issued  because  of  the 
exhaustion  of  supplies  of  mousquetaires,  and  bear  dates  1738-04  inclusive. 
Relatively  few  mints  issued  them  in  1738,  but  the  vast  majority  did  in  1734, 
smaller  numbers  doing  so  in  later  years.  The  smaller  denomination  was  issued 
principally  in  1 74 0,  all  other  dates  being  of  extreme  rarity  . . . During  their  last 
lew  decades,  they  formed  the  principal  colonial  circulating  medium  in  denomina- 
tions below  7 livres,  b sols.  They  were  counterfeited  in  quantify  . . . The  coins 
were  demonetized  in  1 7b3;  the  1 7b 4's  (and  many  17b3's)  went  to  the  Carribbean 
colonies.  These  late  dates  also  continued  to  circulate  m British  Canada  (after  the 
17b3  Treaty  of  Paris)  at  a farthing  apiece."

Obverse  die  with  pronounced  swelling 
behind  head  (caused  by  a local  collapse  of  the  die  at  that  point), 
weakly  struck  along  reverse  border,  sunken  areas  in  shield,  as  struck, 
a couple  of  faint  pinscratches  across  reverse.

Few  details  weakened 
by  die  failure  in  center  of  obverse,  otherwise  a beautiful  bold  impres- 
sion. Not  quite  Condition  Census  level,  but  a beautiful  piece  for  a 
fine  set  of  State  coppers. 

Note:  The  reverse  design,  with  pointed  rays  was  copied  from  the  similar  Nova 
ConstellaHo  coppers;  all  I 785  Vermont s have  blunt  rays  - this  may  give  us  a clue 
as  to  which  varieties  of  Novas  circulated  first  in  the  Vermont  area.  The  reverse 
legend  reads  STELLA  QUARTA  DECIMA  (the  14th  star)  even  though  Ver- 
mont was  never  admitted  into  the  Confederation  (due  to  the  opposition  of  its  power- 
ful neighbor  New  York  with  which  it  had  conflicting  land  claims)  and  did  not 
become  a stale  until  1791.  Thus  the  designs  on  these  coppers  can  be  taken  as  prop- 
aganda.

Extraordinary  Vermont  Ryder-15  Overstrike 


1254  1787  Vermont  copper.  Ryder-15,  struck  over  an  earlier  1785  sun- 
over-mountains  type  Vermont  copper  (Ryder-4).  The  overstriking 
makes  this  nearly  impossible  to  grade,  but  the  plainest  details  would 
rate  Very  Fine.  The  planchet  is  porous  and  discolored,  and  it  nearly 
split  in  half  when  struck.  There  is  also  a moderate  straight  clip  at  the 
bottom  of  the  obverse.  The  undertype  is  boldly  visible,  with  the  rays 
of  Ryder-4  showing  more  boldly  in  areas  than  the  seated  figure!  Ac- 
cording to  Bressett's  listing  in  Studies  on  Money  in  Early  America  (ANS, 
1976),  there  are  only  8 to  10  known  specimens  of  this  legendary  rari- 
ty, with  the  top  six  coins  ranging  in  condition  from  VF-30  down  to 
VG-10.  Some  idea  of  the  difficulty  of  this  variety  can  be  gotten  from 
the  fact  that  it  was  absent  in  both  the  Garrett  holdings,  and  also  in 
the  extraordinarily  comprehensive  collection  of  Vermonts  sold  in  the 
1975  EAC  Sale.  As  an  overstrike  on  an  earlier  Vermont  (and  a spec- 
tacular one  at  that)  this  is  in  a different  class  entirely,  and  is  absolute- 
ly unique  to  our  knowledge.  A chance  of  a lifetime  for  the  Vermont 
specialist;  this  piece  is  offered  totally  unreserved. 

Note:  The  dies  for  the  Vermont  coppers  of  this  type  were  made  from  device 
punches  by  Abel  Buell,  while  the  lettering  was  added  to  the  dies  by  Coley,  from  the 
same  punches  used  earlier  on  his  Baby  Head  Vermonts.  The  obverse  of  Ryder- 15 
had  been  used  earlier  on  Ryder- 1 1 with  a 1780  reverse.  This  reverse  was  then 
replaced  with  the  one  dated  1 787  used  on  the  present  coin,  but  this  die  immediately 
broke  severely  through  the  date,  obliterating  it.  The  die  was  condemned,  and  the 
earlier  1 78b  reverse  was  pul  back  into  the  press,  and  more  Ryder- 1 1 's  were  then 
struck  off.  These  facts  are  provable  by  die-break  evidence.  As  to  why  this  par- 
ticular coin  is  struck  over  a plough  type  Vermont  is  a real  puzzle.  There  would 
have  been  no  economic  reason  for  such  an  overstrike,  as  the  earlier  Vermonts  were 
still  legal  tender,  and  a good  deal  heavier  than  the  later  varieties.  Perhaps  this  is 
some  sort  of  trial  sh  ike,  or  perhaps  the  original  Ryder-4  was  considered  too  poorly 
made  to  be  released,  and  held  back.  When  by  1787,  standards  of  quality  of  stale 
coppers  had  declined  to  zero,  it  was  used  as  a planchet  with  the  new  dies.  If  so,  this 
practice  must  have  been  extremely  limited,  as  we  have  never  heard  of  another  coin 
struck  over  a plough-type  Vermont.

A former  R-7,  this  is  now  rated  at  high  R-6  with  about  14  pieces 
known.  These  were  struck  in  March,  1796  from  cut  down  (but  not 
rolled  out)  spoiled  cents.  No  trace  of  an  undertype,  as  nearly  always. 

1262  1797  C-l,  G-4.  1 over  1 in  date.  Good-4,  sharpness  of  VG  but  porosi- 
ty covers  about  half  of  the  reverse.  Late  strike  from  the  shattered 
obverse  die. 


1259  1783  Washington  draped  bust  cent.  Restrike  of  1858  in  copper. 

Usual  engrailed  edge.  Vlack  5-C,  7 recut  at  tail  to  left,  1 recut  at  serif, 
O in  WASHINGTON  first  punched  too  low,  then  corrected.  In  addi- 
tion, there  is  plain  evidence  of  a shift  between  multiple  strikes.  Fine 
die  crack  along  tops  of  ATES  follows  rim  down  to  rock.  These  dies 
only  seen  on  the  restrikes.  Choice  tan  Proof  with  bluish  overtones, 
some  tiny  irregularities  around  obverse  rim,  mostly  as  made.  One  of 
the  finest  of  these  around,  as  many  have  badly  tarnished,  or  have 
been  harshly  cleaned. 

Note:  These  restrikes  were  made  for  British  dealer  W.S,  Lincoln  around  1858 
from  two  pairs  of  dies.  However  as  early  as  1851  William  Joseph  Taylor,  a 
medalist,  was  in  possession  of  the  dies.  It  was  Taylor  who  in  1851  struck  the 
famous  Melbourne  kangaroo  tokens,  which  use  the  reverse  die  of  the  1 783  draped 
bust  Washington  cents.  Taylor  exhibited  a screw  press  at  the  1 85 1 London  In- 
dustrial Exposition  at  Crystal  Palace  in  Hyde  Park.  In  1852  Taylor  exported 
equipment  for  the  local  production  of  tokens  in  Australia.  He  also  engaged  in  large- 
scale  restriking  activities,  as  noted  above.  When  the  former  Boulton  and  Watt 
Mint  at  Soho  was  closed  down  and  sold  in  1848,  Taylor  purchased  a large 
number  of  old  dies  and  punches  and  used  these  to  make  many  restrikes  in  the 
1 8b0s  for  Lincoln  and  Son  of  London.  Taylor  also  designed  various  pattern  coins 
for  the  Republic  of  Liberia.  The  first  of  these  appeared  in  1847  and  featured  a 
Liberty  head  facing  left  wearing  a cap  with  a star  on  it.  This  design  was  copied  by 
Longacre  for  a pattern  U.S.  half  eagle  in  I860  (J-271,  272)  and  later  in 
1869-70  by  William  Barber  for  the  Standard  Silver  U.S.  patterns. 
Numismatists  attribute  the  copper  draped  bust  Washington  proofs  with  plain  edges 
to  Taylor  (early  1850s)  and  the  corded  edge  pieces  to  Lincoln  (1858  or  later,  but 
probably  also  struck  by  Taylor). 


Half  Cents 


Two  Examples  of  the  Rare  1797  Lettered  Edge 


1263  1797  C-3b,  the  lettered  edge.  VF-20  or  better  detail,  struck  on  a 

smooth  brown  planchet,  but  tragically  marred  by  numerous  deep 
scratches  on  the  reverse  and  two  on  the  obverse.  Without  these,  this 
piece  would  have  been  a real  prize  and  within  the  Condition  Census. 
Beginnings  of  the  raised  ridge  from  chin  to  border,  often  called  a 
diebreak. 

Note:  Known  to  be  a great  rarity  for  more  than  a century.  Discovered  about 
1860,  and  publicized  as  a rarity  in  the  Mickleu  Sale  ( 1867)  and  in  the  May, 
1 880  Coin  Collector's  Journal  by  Proskey's  remark:  "We  do  not  believe  more  than 
five  are  known  in  this  country. " Some  of  these  are  known  to  have  been  among  the 
12,167  pieces  struck  and  delivered  in  1799  from  old  dies.  Several  have  been 
reported  struck  over  cents  dated  1796,  1797,  and  1798.  Listed  by  Cohen  as 
R-5,  but  it  is  in  the  high  end  of  that  level,  and  two-thirds  of  the  known  survivors 
grade  Poor  to  Good! 


1264  1797  C-3b,  another  lettered  edge.  VG-8,  but  the  planchet  is  in- 
complete over  20  percent  of  the  reverse  near  STATES.  Struck  over  a 
cut-down  cent  that  was  imperfect;  many  details  of  cent  wreath  and 
berries  visible  within  the  recess.  First  three  digits  of  date  gone,  as 
these  are  opposite  the  recess.  One  of  the  most  interesting  coppers  we 
have  sold. 

1265  1804  C-8,  G-7,  the  common  spiked  chin.  EF-40  or  better,  dipped  red 
a few  years  ago  and  allowed  to  naturally  tone  back. 

1266  1804  C-10,  G-4.  Choice  EF-45,  chocolate  and  iridescent,  traces  of 
underlying  mint  frost.  Heavily  rusted  reverse  die,  border  denticles  in- 
complete, as  usual. 


1260  1794  C-8,  G-3.  High  relief  head;  muled  with  reverse  of  C-5.  VG-8  or 

better  in  sharpness,  smooth  surfaces,  medium  brown,  but  a few 
obverse  pinscratches,  and  many  fairly  deep  digs  in  center  of  reverse. 
Extremely  advanced  die  state,  weak  in  center  of  reverse,  and  with  the 
very  rare  break  from  rim  to  center  passing  through  the  upright  of  the 
second  T in  STATES,  which  Cohen  had  never  seen  when  he  wrote

than  a trace  of  the  swelling  at  the  center  of  the  reverse.  Near  Condi- 
tion Census  level,  and  may  be  in  it,  as  it  is  comparable  to  the  EF  piece 
in  Merkin's  March,  1969  sale,  which  was  called  third  finest  behind 
two  Uncirculated  pieces.  Even  today,  there  are  perhaps  five  at  the 
AU-Unc.  level,  and  two  or  three  full  EF's  around,  including  the  dou- 
ble struck  Brobston  piece.

Obviously  an  im- 
portant rarity;  bidding  should  be  brisk!

One  of  the  more  interesting  stories  of  the  proof  and  specimen 
issues  of  fractional  currency  is  that  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  used  cap- 
tured Confederate  States  of  America  watermarked  paper  for  many  of 
the  proofs  and  specimens.  Why  this  paper  was  used  is  not  actually 
known,  maybe  the  parsimonious  Secretaries  did  not  want  to  waste 
good  paper,  but  the  end  result  is  that  many  of  these  proofs  and 
specimens  were  printed  on  the  captured  paper,  often  to  the  delight  of 
collectors  today.

The  note  showing  a portrait  of  Clark  started  a controversy.  He  was 
Superintendent  of  the  National  Currency  Bureau  under  Lincoln.  He 
was  responsible  for  designing  the  seal,  a variation  of  which  is  still 
used  on  our  nation's  securities.  When  this  note  appeared,  Congress 
passed  a law  (14  Stat.  25)  forbidding  the  portrait  of  a living  person  to 
appear  on  notes  or  other  obligations.  Clark  seemed  to  be  the  only 
one  picked  for  criticism  for  the  use  of  his  likeness,  while  the  portraits 
of  Lincoln,  Chase,  and  Spinner  were  ignored  — maybe  not  enough 
political  clout? 

Certainly  an  important  note,  as  most  other  signatures  do  appear  on 
notes,  but  only  Clark  appears  to  be  unique.  The  note  has  the  red 
back,  F- 1 236  and  is  Choice  Crisp  New.
